FROM THE EDITOR— 


BOATING ACCIDENTS 
ORTUNATELY FOR OUR SPORT, accidents are not frequent. They do happen, 
however, and the Federal Boating Act of 1958 requires that the Coast Guard 
compile statistics showing where, how, and, it is hoped, why accidents occur. 
A study of the results should indicate to the average boatman just where he is 
liable to get into trouble and provide an excellent warning of conditions to guard 
against or avoid if at all possible. 

Shown below is the form (CG-3865) which must be filled out by the operator 
of a boat involved in an accident which takes place on Federal waters. If the 
operator is not physically capable of making the report, it should be made by the 
boat owner or other person familiar with the facts of the accident. Here is what 


the first paragraph of this report states: “The operator of every vessel involved 


= f : = ee 
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is required by the Federal Boating Act of 1958 to file a report in writing when- 
ever a boating accident results in loss of life. injury causing incapacitation in 
excess of 72 hours or property damage in excess of $100 Reports of death cases 
must be submitted within 48 hours; reports in other cases are required within 
5 days. All reports shall be submitted in person or by mail to the Ofhecer in 
Charge, Marine Inspection, U. S. Coast Guard nearest the place where such 
accident occurred or nearest to the port of first arrival after such accident.” 

The report form has been kept simple, covering both sides of a single sheet. 
and for many items requires only a check mark next to the box which describes 
the circumstances. But the categories listed point out a number of specific re- 
minders of conditions which are dangerous. Grounding, capsizing. flooding, 
sinking, fire or explosion from fuel or fire from other causes, collision with 
another vessel, collision with a fixed object, striking of floating object are all 
sections which can be checked as cause for vessel casualty. Personal injuries may 
result from falling overboard, falling within your boat, burns or scalds, injury 
from being crushed, pinched, or struck by boat or propeller. Certainly this 
underlines the fact that accidents can happen as easily close to the dock as off- 
shore, and that it is not necessary to fall overboard to get in trouble. 

Estimate of the physical condition and swimming ability of drowning victim 
is also requested, and the results here should be revealing. Type of clothing 
worn and contributing causes are requested as well. It is quite possible we may 
find that the boatman who considers himself a good swimmer but is heavily 
clothed and overtired may get into trouble if he is careless and falls overboard. 

At present it is too early to predict the results of this survey, and it is never 
pleasant to dwell on all the eventualities that might take place while enjoying an 
essentially safe pastime. By the time the first year’s statistics are compiled, how- 
ever, we should for the first time have a much more comprehensive picture of 
boating accidents, and, as a result, a much better opportunity to keep safety in 
mind while we have fun afloat. —Wwm. TayLor McKeown

I mean inter-ship and ship-to- 
shore radiotelephones. They're handy for 
business and personal conversations, but 
a phone's most important function is to 
increase safety on the water. That's why 
you have a duty when you have a 
radiotelephone aboard. 


Safety requires the cooperation of every 
radiotelephone owner. Learn and follow 
the rules for operating on the calling and 
distress frequency of 2182 ke. What it 
means for you, is that if you should 
need assistance, there will be plenty of 
stations ready to come to your aid 


Be sure to monitor 
2182 ke. when you 
are underway. Also, 
learn the meaning 
and use of: MAY- 
DAY (distress call); 
PAN (urgent call); 
and SECURITY 
safety call). Know 
how to reply to a 
distress call and how 
to assist in every 
Fred E. Lawton way possible. 
For general ’phone calling as well, cer 
tain rules have been decided upon—Part 8 
of the F.C.C. rules. These regulations 
must be posted on vessels with radio 
telephones. Be considerate and follow the 
rules of this “party line’—where every 
phone owner has equal rights 


Safety depends not only on having safety 
equipment on board your boat, but on 
how well this equipment is installed and 
works. In the case of your radiotelephone 
good results are particularly dependent 
on installation. You should therefore 
have a licensed technician check the 
ground plate; the connections and leads 
to ground, the antenna and power sup 
ply. Be certain that your set is tuned to 
the antenna

IT HAS WORKED 

I have just read John Kingdon’s 
comments on the question “Is it pos- 
sible to start a boat's engine by towing 
the boat?,” and wish to call attention 
to two instances which seem to prove 
that it is possible to do so. One has 
to do with a tug towing a battleship 
across the Pacific, and the other was 
a personal experience of my own

Towhoats by Gordon Newell and Joe

39 an account of a towing job by two 
Seattle 1200 hp tugs towing the battle- 
Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii, to San Francisco. About 500 
miles out the Oklahoma started to list 
and eventually sank. These tugs, Mon- 
arch and Hercules, each had 1400 feet 
of towline out, and when the ship 
started to go down it dragged Hercules 


backwards so fast that it stopped the 


ship Oklahoma trom 


1200 hp diesel from turning in the 
ahead direction and started it in re- 
verse at about 200 rpm 

The other case happened when | 
Was engineer On a whaler, in Alaska 
in 1910, and before there were any 
diesels at all. In those days we had 
heavy-duty, slow speed gas engines, 
burning distillate.

with a three cylinder engine of 125 
hp turning 280 rpm, with an 11” x 15” 
bore and stroke. It swung a propeller 
about 40 inches in diameter, with a 36- 
to 40-inch pitch 
were used in those days, so propeller

shaft turned the same speed as the 
engine. 

In this particular instance we shot a 
whale, making a solid hit in the back, 
but the time bomb on the harpoon 
failed to explode so the whale was not 
killed. Mr. Whale took off, towing our 
boat at an estimated speed of ten Knots. 


Now, we had a powerful winch on the 
main deck forward, which was driven 
from the front of the engine by a plain 
jaw clutch. In order to throw it into 
gear, we had to stop the engine. I 
stopped the engine to do this chore, 
and when ready to start again I noticed 
that the propeller shaft was turning at 
about its regular full speed of 280 rpm. 
So I just threw in the clutch and started 
the engine.

Starcraft Jupiter which is used as a 
Safety Patrol boat on Norris Lake.. 
We outfitted it with first aid and emer- 
gency equipment and operated it with 
volunteer crews every Saturday, Sun- 
day and holiday last summer, until 
cold weather made it unnecessary. We 
patrolled the entire lake, looking for 
trouble of any kind. We towed in boats 
that had capsized, run out of gas, 
motor trouble, etc. We tactfully asked 
people not to ride the bow deck or 
gunwales while underway, to wear life- 
jackets, to avoid swimming areas and 
fishermen, etc. 

Three persons drowned on Norris

He had a heart attack 
We, of course, do not know if we were 
responsible, but there were no boating 
fatalities on the lake last year. There

arm and face when he fell off a bow

take a line from the boat. It has two 
disadvantages: it is relatively expensive 
(about $20 for the smallest size) and it 
will bump against the hull. 

A better arrangement is to use a 
small balsa or metal pick-up buoy. One 
can be bought, depending on material 
and size, for $6 to $12. A light line 
secured to this buoy supports the up- 
per end of the mooring cable. The 
latter should terminate in an eye splice 
that just fits your boat’s bow cleat. 
When you approach this buoy, you 
pick it up with a boat hook, put the 
eye splice over the cleat and take a 
couple of turns around the cleat with 
the light line 

To prevent the mooring cable from 
chafing where it passes through the 
bow chock, it should be covered with 


a canvas sleeve.

Taylor & Art, Inc., a plastics firm 
in Oakland, Calif., has published an 
excellent booklet titled The Glasser's 
Manual and subtitled “How to Build 
and Repair with Fiberglass and Resin.” 
In a chapter titled “Glassing Boats,” 
this manual states: 

“Apply glass in strips inside the hull 
to reinforce strain points But don't 
glass the whole interior of the boat 

l agree with this. If you were to 
fiberglass the entire interior, you would 
be needlessly increasing the difficulty 
of your building project, you would be 
adding considerably to the boat's 
weight and you might be setting the 
stage for future trouble by sealing the 
plywood in a tight casing that would 
prevent it from “Lreathing.”” A painted 
interior is recommended because it ts 
easier to apply, lighter in weight and 
better for the future health of the boat. 

With complete cruising equipment 
and several passengers aboard, your 
boat will displace somewhat under 
3,000 pounds. For water skiing, it 
should do at least 20 mph. Two 25-hp 
motors should drive it nicely at this 
speed.

You don't go barging into a restricted foreign harbor in a pleasure 


boat but with no wind and no fuel we had no place else to go

T SAYS IN all the books that the English Channel is a 
windy place. You can check with any authority on the 
area, from Admiralty and Hydrographic Office publica- 
tions to Aunt Emma, who has 
a vivid recollection of cross- 
ing on a steamer from Dover 
to Calais, and find this ts so 
Windy, and rough, with the 
peculiar and disagreeable 
Steepness Of sea produced by 

strong tidal currents 
Yet when we left Plymouth 
there was still no wind, and 
the dread Channel lay as 
smooth as the lake in Central 
Park. The freak high-pres- 
sure system which had kept 


The author sailing pace with us for virtually 


Caribbee in England. three thousand miles now sat 
firmly over England. During the final leg of the Trans- 
Atlantic Race of ‘52, from Bermuda to Plymouth, we had 
drifted, crawling the final miles beyond The Lizard as ago- 
nizingly as a Sunday afternoon finish on Long Island Sound 
or the Chesapeake when the sou'wester fails to appear. 
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I was proceeding on the simple meteorological premise 
that it had to blow when it hadn't for so long. We dropped 
lines from the floating quay. shouted over to Janabel, out 
French competitor, dipped a limp ensign at a corvette at 
chored in the inner harbor, and powered bravely past the 
breakwater with almost empty fuel tanks. The marina, that 
peculiarly American institution where yvachtsmen may take 
aboard the necessities of life afloat—-water, ice, gasoline or 
diesel oil, beer—did not exist. So out we went. After all 
Caribbee was primarily a sailing vessel. And it had to blow 

Over the hill where Drake had bowled as the Spanist 
Armada approached carrying a breeze made tamous by his 
tory, great cumulus clouds towered; not the clouds of wind 
but of a lazy summer day along the shore, with bees dron 
ing in gardens and little boys splashing happily in ponds 
The warning was plain, but we ignored it on finding a faint 
breath stirring aloft. According to ship’s log, we set main 
mizzen, and genoa to make three miles the first half hour 
The noon entry read: “Delightful sailing. Devonshire coast 
lovely.” Close hauled under the beach, we slipped through 
smooth water admiring one of the most magnificent coun 
trysides any of us had ever seen. It smelled as it looked 
of green meadows and lazing cows, of wild flowers and 
mossy dells. Even considering it was the first land we had 
known for over three weeks, it was beautiful 
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Our appreciation of nature began to fade in the after- 
noon off Gammon Head, a bold promontory. The tide 
turned foul and the wind trailed off to a whisper. barely 
enough to bend rising smoke from a cigarette. The genoa 
sheet sagged. Reluctantly we started the engine, running it 
slowly to conserve fuel 

At ten a gentle warm breeze and a new moon appeared 
Stern together. Gratefully, thinking of the compensations 
of a sailor’s life, we turned off the engine and set a spin- 
naker. It was a perfect night: now the breeze is striking 
n, we assured ourselves as little ripples began to feather 
along the track of the moon, now we will carry this on to 
Cowes and be in London in plenty of time .. Optimism 
springs eternal in the sailor’s breast. The log records with 
What little foundation: 

“Midnight. Jibed spinnaker. 

0100. Becalmed after one hour reaching on port tack. 

O115. No steerageway. Log line almost vertical. 

0200. Log line tending aft. Regained bare steerageway. 

0300. Wind since midnight has come from all directions 
except ahead. Now ahead. Spinnaker down, genoa up. 

0420. Sighted Portland Bill light. On engine. Course 
iltered for light 

0700. Hazy ahead. Mirror calm.” 

The fearsome English Channel lay as docile as a moun- 
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Give Caribbee a good 
breeze and she could show 
her heels to competition. 
Both sides of the Atlantic 
have seen her in action, as 
shown above, with main, 
mizzen, and big genoa 
sheeted in and driving. 
But not every day brings 
wind, and after an Atlan- 
tic crossing from Bermuda 
to Plymouth, England, 
that included a ghosting 
finish, the wind dis- 
appeared completely on 
this passage just as the 
last of the fuel ran out.

tain pool. Pushed along by the engine, Caribhee’s bow 
Wave ran out to form a perfectly smooth V which trailed 
far astern, unmarred. Piled clouds reflected with mirror 
clarity 

By nine o'clock we had almost had it: sounding revealed 
a bare spit of oil in one tank, a thin line scarcely dampen- 
ing the stick in the other. Inshore, steep curling waves be- 
gan to lift into the Race of Portland. Even with the engine 
turning, we were barely holding our own against the ebbing 
tide 

In desperation I studied the chart. Behind the Bill of 
Portland, a slim peninsula, I saw there was a buoyed chan- 
nel into the fishing village of Weymouth. To reach it we 
would have to pass the fortified breakwater of Portland 
Naval Base, but I reasoned that as long as we gave the 
sacrosanct harbor a good berth we would not be molested. 
At Weymouth I was certain we would be able to find fuel. 
If we could make it. 

Caribbee turned the corner and headed north, out of the 
worst of the tide. We soon could see the breakwater of the 
naval base, and the forts at the entrances which had pro- 
tected inner installations from sorties by the Germans. Be- 
hind loomed the silhouettes of large vessels of the Royal 
Navy. Only a couple of miles to go

But Gene Nichols, hovering over the tanks like a doctor 
administering a blood transfusion, suddenly looked up and 
said, “We won't make it. Getting pretty low 

“Haven't we anything? How about kerosene?”

Diffidently we crept 
by frowning turrets and gaping muzzles without a chal- 
lenge, but then could find no place to go.

He turned to the cap- 
tain. “We'll work it in on our generating allowance report. 
Cut the red tape.’

“No. Twenty gallons.” 

“Twenty gallons?” he repeated in horror. “There is no 
way I can make out a requisition for twenty gallons! 

There was a long pause while the navy tried to conn 
through a sea of regulations. Lt. Squires saved the day. 
“Pardon me, captain. But I could let him have it from the 
ship, with your permission, sir.” 

We went back to the quay. Two men from the working 
party undogged a small circular hatch on the after deck of 
H.M.S. Ambush and disappeared. We bent a line on Carib- 
bee's deck bucket and lowered it into the depths of the sub- 
marine. A muffled shout arose, the bucket was hauled up, 
icross, and poured into our funnel. Slowly we filled 
one tank 

As we finished, a motor launch approached, brass gleam- 
ing. White Ensign snapping, officers and men in dress 
whites. An admiral’s barge. I thought, remembering I had 
seen a command flag on the carrier 

Bells rang. Boathooks whirled through a complicated 
series of evolutions before laving hold of our rail. A tall 
young officer stepped aboard “Good morning and wel- 
come. I am the aide. The admiral sent me over to see if 
there was anything further we could do. Would vou like 
us to message the Yacht Squadron you are coming?” 

The wonderful, wonderful Limevs, I muttered to myself 
at the wheel as Caribbee finally chugged out past the fleet, 
a couple of hospitable pink gins under my belt: nothing 
in the world quite like the Roval Navy. Nothing 

But we were not finished. Before Caribhee cleared the 
breakwater another launch sped alongside, and an envelope 
was handed across. Inside was a signal typed on a small 
rectangle of plain white paper. It is before me now, pasted 
in the log book:

‘Queen of American Lakes’ 


By Gordon P. Manning 

FAMOUS WRITER once described Lake George as 

a cupful of water held high in the Adirondack moun- 

tains of New York St»te. What he didn’t mention 
was that this beautiful 32-mile lake has some of the clearest, 
cleanest water in the Eastern United States for fishing, 
swimming, boating, skiing and camping—and is still so 
little Known that it is almost wild in some of its mountain 
areas. 

Lying an easy six hours north of Times Square by car 
and trailer on the road to Montreal, it fulfills most of the 
qualifications of the perfect summer resort. During the 
magic months of July and August it is indeed all things 
to all people. 

From its remote mountains and sheer cliffs to its soft 
sandy beaches, close and friendly, Lake George has a way 
of endearing itself to visitors, and making them want to 
stay forever. Its cool green waters are a delight to yachts- 
men with every sort of craft, and its 155 lovely, wooded, 
rock-bound, happy, little islands call the camper when day 
is done. There is entertainment and amusement here too 
—mountains to climb, historic sites to explore, arrowheads 
and cannon balls to search for, and attractions ranging from 
dude ranches to ghost towns and animal farms. But beyond 
all this is the opportunity to escape from humanity if you 
wish, to be on your own, to get back to nature. 

Seen from the air, Lake George is a sapphire jewel in 
a setting of verdant woods and hills. Aircraft pilots on 
the New York to Montreal run like to divert their planes 
and show passengers this rich gem. From the cockpit of 
your own boat, leaving Lake George Village, the lake 
stretches away to the north for a dozen miles, rimmed in 
on the east and west by low lying mountains. The lake 
is broadest here, ranging between 12 and 2 miles, with 
the shoreline made irregular by countless bays and coves. 
Its broad reaches are dotted with islands of all sizes, from 
Long Island, over a mile in length, to the very tiniest, no 
more than 20 feet from tip to tip. On either side, the lake- 
shore is besprinkled with summer homes, boat houses, 
hotels and cottages. 


The lake narrows just beyond Bolton Landing, and you 
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set a course through a profusion of small camper’s islands, 
50 or more in the space of a mile. Here, too, ts Paradise 
Bay, that almost completely landlocked little lake within a 
lake, where small boats come and go in hushed awe at the 
magical beauty of the place. And towering above is Black 
Mountain, tallest on Lake George. 

For the next seven miles the lake is crowded in by rugged 
mountains coming quickly down to the shore. Forests, not 
yet penetrated by roads, look out at you as though they 
still held the Iroquois er Mohawk within their dark depths 
It was here that James Fenimore Cooper's famous book 
“The Last of the Mohicans” was laid 

North of Hulett’s Landing the lake widens out again, and 
for the next 12 miles there are uncounted natural sand 
beaches, scenes of many a bloody battle between Indians 
and Colonists 200 years ago. Save for an occasional 
marker, all traces of these Struggles have been obliterated 
and summer homes, cottages, and motels have taken thet 
place. There are, as well, a handful of boys’ and girls’ 
camps nestling in the edges of these age-old timberlands 
But today, the solid comforts of civilization are all about 
you, and this need not be a place to rough it, unless you 
specifically seek out the rugged way of life. 

But more than anything else, Lake George is a haven 
for yachtsmen with small boats. As one visitor from the 
Mid-West remarked last summer, “We think we have some 
pretty fine lakes of our own, but this lake is different. It's 
got everything.” He is typical of vacationers from all overt 
the U. S. who with family, boat, and trailer are discovering 
Lake George. 

Every form of water sport takes place on its sparkling 
surface, from the silent canoe to the racing outboard, the 
ubiquitous water skier to the one-design sailboat and family 
launch. More recently cruisers have appeared, and skin 
divers have started exploring the shadowy green depths 
for historic relics 

Small outboards are particularly happy on Lake George 
because, although the lake sometimes gets fairly rough 
there are always quiet coves to run into, and islands to get 
behind. This is a deep lake, with soundings up to 180 feet,

but what few rocks and shoals there are have been care- 
fully marked with buoys by the Lake George Association 
Navigation is easy for the visitor, using the Conservation 
Department’s excellent map, and additional helpful infor- 
mation is found in the new Power Squadron charts of the 
lake. 

While nighttime operation of small boats is usually left 
to those who have a long familiarity with these waters, there 
Is One exception. When the summer moon is full and bright 
and the night air warm, seemingly every boat comes out 
Then the lake reveals itself as a shimmering sea, stirred 
up by the boats’ silvery wakes 

At least two yacht clubs, the Lake George Club at 
Diamond Point and the Northern Lake George Yacht Club 
at Hague, conduct weekly sailboat races for Stars, Comets, 
Cape Cods, Turnabouts and Sound Interclubs. Competition 
is keen, and here the sailors start young. Both clubs offer 
instruction in sailing and small boat handling for thei 
junior members 


Once or twice each season outboard races are held at

So, if you arrive without your own craft, you 
may for a nominal sum take command of your own drive 
it-yourself boat and keep her for an hour, a day, or a week 
If you prefer to let someone else handle the wheel, there 
are many sightseeing craft plying the waters of the lake, 
with trips ranging from an hour to a full day

Lake George’s mysterious depths 

On the other hand, there have been summer visitors 
laden with every bait, hook, and lure they could muster 
who, after a few hours of intensive fishing, have sworn 
that there are no fish whatsoever in the 44 square miles of 
water that is Lake George. But if you have the patience 
and know the deeps and shoals and the lures to use, this 
lake will reward you with some of the finest fish you have 
ever caught or eaten. Persons over 16 require a New 
York State license, and there are open seasons for each fish 

Three fine public campsites have been built on the shores 
of the lake by the state, offering a total of over 500 indi- 
vidual campsites at a-rental price of $1. per day or $5 
weekly for a family. They are operated on a first-come, first 
served basis, with no reservations. The lure of island 
camping, however, appeals strongly to most small boat own- 
ers, and the services offered on these treasure islands go to 
make them some of the most popular camping places in the 
whole Adirondacks.

Customs officer, who often takes care of immigration formalities 


as well, is one of most important persons you'll meet in crossing 
to Canada. He’s your friend as long as you can show him accurate 


declaration of equipment, and your proper citizenship papers. 


Avoid ‘border frustration’ as well as possible 


penalties by learning basic rules for entry 


HOUSANDS of boaters will cross over into Canada 
next summer to get in a day or perhaps several weeks 
of superb fishing or cruising in the big, friendly waters 
across the border 
Making the crossing into Canada is almost as easy as 
crossing to the other side of the avenue. Returning to the 
U.S. at the close of such a trip is even easier—provided 
you observe immigration and customs regulations that gov- 
ern your entry and departure 
For boatmen and other tourists, observance of these 
simple regulations presents no major problems, provided 
they know what to expect and what they are expected 
to do. A good grasp of the basic rules for entering Canada 
and returning to the U. S. could save you border frustra- 
tion and perhaps payment of heavy penalties 
The two key individuals with whom you will deal during 
departure from this country, entry into Canada and return 
are the customs officer and the immigration officer. In 
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many places, particularly during the summer, customs men 
may double as immigration officers 

Both customs and immigration officers work from what 
are called “checkpoints” or “tourist reception centers” 
main ports of entry along the borders. Again, during the 
summer navigation rush, constables and police magistrates 
in many smaller border towns are pressed into immigration 
and customs service 

Although it may be old stuff to those who already know 
the ropes, it’s important to be absolutely clear on the 
separate functions of the customs and the immigration 
man as a preface to what you need to carry with you 
to make your crossing 

The immigration officer is concerned only with your 
proof of citizenship or naturalization, or registration’ as 
an alien in the United States. Therefore, he is interested 
in your personal background, place of birth, and status as 
a citizen or non-citizen, according to the immigration laws 
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of both Canada and the U.S. So don't take offense if you 
are questioned closely on these items, and be prepared to 
back up your statements with written proof 

The customs officer is not at all interested in you per- 
sonally, except to the extent that you fail to heed customs 
regulations—and then his interest becomes all-consuming 
The customs man is concerned with what you carry in 
ind out of his country, and whether the items are subject 
to duty payments. Again, you must be able to prove your 
declarations to the customs man, particularly in regard to 
ownership of items of value, such as boats, motors, cameras, 
ewelry, firearms, etc 

Now let's begin an imaginary boating trip to Canada, and 
put our basic information into practice for a smooth cross 
ing 

Your home hase is Chicago and your destination is the 
forest and lake country east of Sault Ste. Marie in the prov- 
nce of Ontario The car is loaded with your fishing and 
camping gear, the kicker’s in the trunk and your boat is on 
trailer hitched to the bumper. You're all set to start out on 
three weeks of cruising pleasure, away from the frustrations 
nd janglings of big city life. Or are you? 

You'll be passing through customs and immigration at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., and again when you reach the 
other side in Sault Ste. Marie, Ont. Recalling the basic 
caution that you must have proof of citizenship and declara- 
tions of value of property, here are tasks you'll be wise to 
ttend to before you put the keys in the ignition 

For the immigration officer: if you were born in the 
U. S., round up your birth, baptismal or voter's certificates 
or other documents that prove your citizenship by birth. If 
ou are a naturalized citizen, carry your naturalization 

rtificate with you. If you are an alien, but permanent, 
resident of the U. S., have your Alien Receipt card in your 
possession. You do not need a passport 

However, if you are an alien visitor to the U. S. with a 
ngle entry visa to this country, you must have your pass- 
port with you for presentation at the U. S. Immigration 
nd Naturalization office either in Chicago, before you 
tart, or at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich. For your own protec- 
ind to save you frustration at the border, it 1s wise to 
eck with immigration authorities at your home base be- 
re leaving on the trip. This check is to make sure that 
Our papers are in order so you can return to the U.S. when

If you have taken care of these items depending upon 
our citizenship status, passing through the immigration 
ithorities will be a breeze 

For the customs officer: Canadian authorities suggest, for 
our own convenience, you make up a list of major equip- 
nent, such as your outboard motor, your boat, cameras, 
eapons, etc., together with serial numbers, description and 
lls of sale, if you have them. Being able to present this 
t to a Customs man On request may save you the task of 
inloading the entire car trunk so he can check your bag- 
ive R 

Make sure you have your auto registration certificate 
If your boat trailer is rented, have written permission from 
the owner to transport it into Canada. If you own the 
ailer, no separate permit is required, but it is suggested 
ou have a list of any removable items carried in it 

If your boat is over 16 feet, you will need a copy of its 
oast Guard registration, required by law in the U. S 
Owners of smaller boats must present a bill of sale proving 
wnership 


Now that your lists are made up and the proper docu- 
nents collected for going through customs, let’s comb 
hrough your baggage and equipment to make sure, before 
ou reach the border, you aren't carrying any “contraband.” 

“Contraband” may sound like a dirty word, but it really 
‘n't. Its the term customs people use for items that are

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Know limits on personal items you can bring into 
Canada; don’t try to hide anything. One bottle of 
liquor and one carton of cigarettes per voyager is 
permitted. Larger quantities are subject to duty. 
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American boatmen nose their power cruiser into a 
berth at a Canadian Customs and Excise office. Your 
vacation time begins here with smooth clearance 


through customs and immigration when you know rules. 
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Failure to check on duty hours of immigration and 
customs offices can kill a half-day, waiting for 

doors to open. Checking in at odd hours on return 
to U. S. can cost $50 for off-duty time inspections.

Have all lists and papers ready before 


forbidden to take with you out of one country and into 
another. Many people are halted at the Canadian border 
customs office or before leaving the U. S. for carrying 
“contraband,” simply because they don't know what is and 
what is not permissible baggage, supplies and equipment. 

In checking over your luggage for possible contraband 
items, you needn't worry about your clothes and personal 
effects. These are admitted to Canada free of duty. How- 
ever, there are limitations on certain items. Each adult 
person in your party may carry up to 50 cigars, 200 cigar- 
ettes, two pounds of tobacco, and one-fifth of liquor, but no 
more, Or you must pay duty on the excess 

Your sporting outfit, fishing tackle, boat, motor, cameras 
and other similar items also are admitted duty-free to 
Canada, but here also there are certain limitations and 
regulations 

Such items may not remain in Canada more than six 
months. For your cameras you are allowed only up to six 
rolls of film and 12 flash bulbs per person. You may bring 
with you no more than two outboard motors. Firearms are 
a special case. You may bring in rifles and shotguns with- 
out need for a federal permit 

However, and this is important, you may not bring with 
you fully automatic weapons, and this includes revolvers, 
pistols, carbines, submachine guns, and other similar guns. 

Literally everyone is in the same boat on this ban of 
automatic weapons unless you have a special permit from 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police authorities 

A few years back when Harry Truman was President of 
the U. S., secret servicemen accompanying daughter Mar- 
garet on a visit to Canada neglected this minor point. 
Customs men at the border politely but firmly refused to 
allow the FBI agents to cross unless they left their shoulder 
holsters and .45’s behind 

Since it takes time to get automatic weapon permits and 
Margaret's safety would be less assured with unarmed men 
guarding her, gracious Canadian officials neatly solved the 
problem by previding a handpicked escort of Royal 
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On return, be sure to keep pleasure craft permit 

card issued by U. S. Immigration at first port you 
touch. It shows you've checked with U. S. authorities 
if asked by Border Patrol to show proof of clearance.

Mounted Police to protect the President's daughter. 

The Canadians mean business about automatic weapons, 
so leave yours in the gun locker at home if you're planning 
a smooth crossing 

Permission to bring in fishing tackle, rifles and shotguns 
is not the same as giving you the right to hunt or fish as 
you please. Non-resident hunting and fishing licenses are 
required by each province you plan to visit. To obtain 
these, check with local authorities 

Along with your guns, each person in the party may 
carry up to 50 rounds of ammunition, duty-free, across 
the border 

What about your boat? Our imaginary traveler Owns an 
outboard, but the same customs regulations apply to both 
inboard and outboard craft, provided they are operated tor 
pleasure and not for commercial purposes. The boat ts 
admissible duty-free to Canada for a period of six months 
These same regulations apply whether the boat ts: being 
trailered overland or proceeding by water 

Naturally, if you make the trip by boat via the Great 
Lakes, you must touch at a U. S. port and go through 
immigration and customs stateside as well as at your port 
of entry into Canada 

You are allowed to cross the border duty-free with two 
days supply of food per person, and gas and oil for 300 
miles of motoring or cruising. Any extra provisions or 
supplies are dutiable 

Incidentally if you're crossing into Canadian waters by 
boat, it’s a good idea to be extra sure you always have 
plenty of gas and your motor is in good order. Contrary 
to practice of the U. S. Coast Guard, the Canadian Coast 
Guard presents you with a bill for towing or emergency 
service in case of a breakdown. 

Don't worry about having to fill out a lot of forms before 
you get to the customs office. The inspector fills out the 
forms himself from the information you supply him. That's 
why it’s important, if you wish to cross with minimum

Now your're ready to hit the trail—equipment and bag- 
gage lists are all made up and contraband items weeded out, 
and papers and identification are in a safe, inside pocket. 
Wait a minute! There’s Fido, the best hunting dog between 
Chicago and the Mississippi river, sitting up there on the 
front seat with the scent of a trip into gun country filling 
his nostrils. You don’t want to leave him behind, but first 
you'd better make a stop at your veterinarian’s office on the 
way out of town if you want Fido to get past the customs 
men at the border 

Your veterinarian will give you a certificate that the dog 
has been vaccinated for rabies within the past six months, 
and then you're off for your holiday and an easy crossing 
to Canada 

When you reach Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., you'll check 
out with American customs and immigration officers there 
before crossing over to the Canadian side. If you were 
travelling by boat you would do the same thing. At Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., you again go through customs and im- 
migration, and here is where your inventory or “declara- 
tion” lists serve you in good stead 

An acquaintance we know who failed to note down 
serial and model numbers on his outboard motor, or carry 
with him a bill of sale, was forced to unpack his entire 
trunk so customs men could get the information they needed 
to let him pass 

Once you pass through Canadian officials, you needn't 
be concerned with re-entry problems in getting back home 
As long as you have complied with regulations admitting 
you to Canada, coming back to the U. S. is just a matter 
of routine 

Here ure a few tips, though, on things to do to make 
your stay in Canada and the return crossing as trouble-free 
as possible 

To make sure your money makes the most of itself in 
Canada, get it exchanged for Canadian dollars at the near- 
est Canadian bank upon arrival. By using Candian money 
during the course of your trip, you eliminate any exchange 
difficulties due to occasional market fluctuations 
If you enter Canada at a relatively remote or small 

port, be sure you hunt up the local official acting as Cana- 


dian customs and immigration officer and clear with him 
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Cleared for return to the U. S. 
after declaring purchases of 
spare parts and other items, 
our travelers wave farewell 
after pleasant Canada cruise, 


within 24 hours of your arrival. This procedure will save 
you much grief when you wish to return to the U. S. 

If you purchase parts tor your motor, your boat or 
have repairs made to your equipment, be sure to keep bills 
of sale to show customs officers of both countries on your 
return. There is no duty on such purchases, but you are 
required to declare them 

You need no special permit to drive in Canada. Your 
U. S. driver's license is perfectly valid for a vacation trip 
While Canadian owners of motorboats are required to take 
out licenses to operate their craft, you need not do so as 
long as you remain in Canada for less than six months 

Hang on to your permit to bring your boat into 
Canada, issued to you at the point of entry. You must re- 
turn it to customs people at your point of departure if you 
want to bring your boat out with you 

You may bring back with you up to $500 tn items 
purchased in Canada if you stay in Canada more than 12 
days and up to six months. If you remain less than 12 days 
but more than 48 hours, you are permitted to bring back 
with you only $200 in purchases. Naturally, you should 


keep bills of sale on all items, as you must declare them on 
leaving the country. You are allowed only $10 in met 
chandise on your return if you stay in Canada less than 48 
hours 

In case you enter Canada at one point and leave by 
another, you are still required to check out with customs 
and immigration officers at your point of departure. On 
return to the U. S., if you're travelling by boat, you may 
either check in at the first port, or wait until you reach 
home port. Either way, it is mandatory that you check in

within 24 hours after reaching a U. S. port 
Check on working hours of customs and immigration 

people at points of departure and entry into both the U.S 
and Canada. Going north there is no cash penalty for call- 
ing out a border guard for clearance during non-work 
hours. However. you may be liable for travel costs if he 
has to come a distance to check vou through. If vou re- 
turn to the U. S. outside of normal working hours, you may 
be charged $40 or $50 for overtime. So plan your cross- 
ings accordingly

BOATING tests a: 


FEATHER CRAFT SKI-BO 


By Hank Wieand Bowman 
CCORDING to most popular information on water 
skiing, nearly anything trom a motorized water 
scooter to an auxiliary motor sailer will pull a skier 
This is true—at least if pull and drag are used synon- 
ymously 
But after a skier gets beyond the beginner's stage, he 
wants more than just to be dragged over the water. Some 
skiers enjoy jumping, others preter slalom, some like to 
do tricks. This calls for an outfit that will stay u 
plane with two occupants aboard at a modest 15 to 18 


mph gait suitable for trick skiing, a boat that will hold 
a steady course, one that won't skid, threaten to dump 
or hog along sideways if the skier exerts a litthke more 
than average leverage on the tow line It also calls for a 
boat that can accelerate rapidly for deep water starts, get 
up to a 25 mph or better jumping speed, or on occasion 
run through choppy water without bogging down under 
load, tiring its helmsman, or blinding him with spray 

What we were looking for was a modest sized boat, one 
under 15 feet, that would be easy to trail, launch and 
retrieve, and yet would have the good ski-towing charac 
teristics of larger more powerful boats 

We selected for this month’s test a lightweight sports 
runabout designed for general pleasure boating activity, 
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but with water ski towing primarily in mind. The boat ts 
Feather Craft's new aluminum Ski-Bo model, made by a 
veteran builder with more than 14 vears’ experience of 
manufacturing metal boats. It is listed by tts manutac 
turer at 149" in overall length. Our measurements more 
than verified this; it was taped at 14°10 

The Feather Craft weighs 318 pounds, ts equipped with 
upholstered seat back rests and braces three Coast Guard 
approved life preserver type seat cushions, windshield, bow 
lifting eye, bow handle and transom drain plug. Its factory 
t.o.b price Is $725 

The model checked out was the initial production Ski-Bo 
turned out by the Atlanta, Georgia, builder. Because of its 
prior use before our tests, we were able to form a better 
opinion of its durability than would have been possible 
had the boat been taken right off a showroom floor. The 
number one Ski-Bo had been trailed tor over 7,000 miles 
and launched more than five dozen times tor dealer dem 
onstrations. An estimated 150 operating hours had been 
put on the boat, nearly a third in salt water 

Ski-Bo is a modified round-chined design According 
to its manufacturer the boat is recommended tor up to 
45 horsepower. During tests, it was powered by a 40 
horsepower Scott 

The boat was still rigged with an experimental non-stock 
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With two aboard, the Feather Craft Ski-Bo peaked at 
29.5 mph. Her beveled-shelf design provided quick 
acceleration, relieved bottom drag at planing speeds.

hulls handling characteristics had been determined. On 
the Ski-Bo production models, the ski tow (a $37.50 ac 
cessory) is located approximately three feet forward of 
the transom, though as you may note from the diagrams, 
t is designed to be lowered or simply removed by loosen 
nv three bolts 

Since a ski-tow boat should at all times be occupied by 
t least one passenger as well as the driver, we did all 
testing with a minimum of one passenger aboard and a 
maximum of four. And since the initial purpose of a ski 
tow boat 1s for skiing, the tow rig was kept in place and 
much of the test running was done with a skier in tow 

When I first boarded the Ski-Bo, I went through the 
routine check off of various safety items. A feature that 
inevitably Knocks down our rating of a metal boat is sharp 
knife-like edges of metal left exposed where some pas- 


senger or the operator can grab or scuff and cut them- 
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selves. Nowhere under the sheer cap rails, the dashboard 
extension of the foredeck or even under the seats did I 
reany jagged metal. Even the Ski-Bo’s glove com- 
partment opening was trimmed with a neoprene binding 


encounte 


strip 

The plexiglass windshield, though flimsily stressed, 1s 
metal trimmed on its top edge so that even should it split 
if someone used it as a grab rail, there is no likelihood 
of being cut as is the case with shields without trim 

The trailing edge of the foredeck is rounded and finished 
with a broad aluminum trim strip. The gunwale rub rails 
have a neat, rounded trim piece at the transom 

Transom of the Ski-Bo is 21” high, rather than the more 
customary small boat 15” to 15'2” transom height. Her 
broad beam at the transom, 65”, is six to eight inches 
wider than most boats in like length. This keeps her free 
of any tendency to bury her stern and raise her bow 
high, despite a power plant plus four six-gallon fuel tanks 
and a storage battery which placed a gross load of ap- 
proximately 350 pounds at the transom. She handled well 
.round the dock, holding a flat attack to the water, just 
at a slight angle downward from fore to aft from her 
splash rail at idling speed. With the Scott 40 she bounced 
onto plane without rearing her bow and cutting the

This is unique for a lightweight boat 
of her length 

All of these features, coupled with other performance 
characteristics which will be discussed later, added up to 
an excellent rating for the Ski-Bo in the safety bracket. 

Naturally, we rated her for her intended purpose—that. 
of general sports activity on protected water and not as 
an offshore boat or for use on waters subject to excessive 
roughness. She's capable of handling well in any water 
to which the average 15-foot or under outboard should 
be exposed 

Her comfort rating gained an above-average. This was 
based on her exceptional dryness when jumped across 
large waves that produced blankets of spray, plus the 
exceptionally soft manner in which she rode over choppy 
going at cruising or full throttle speeds. Her cockpit 
coaming 1s comfortable but it's not foam rubber padded 

There are no seats in her aft cockpit, which again is

all to the good for her intended purpose. Despite het 


modest size, the aft cockpit has 73” in length by 50” wide 
of utilitarian flat space. From seat backs to the transom, 
including the 10” overhang of the transom well, there's 
83” of space available, more than ample tor stowing the 
longest standard skis 

One feature that caused us to reduce her rating trom an 
excellent to an above average Was the noise level of the 
boat. Running straight ahead, the Ski-Bo ts exceptionally 
quiet for a metal boat, in fact was as quiet as a wood 
planked or a fiberglass hull with balsa wood or polys- 
tyrene stiffening and flotation in the bilge. This is due 
to her extremely rugged fore and aft and athwartships 
stiffeners or trussing. However, when you put the Ski-Bo 
into a turn, her bevelled shelf, round chine configuration 
permits her to bank so that wave reaction drums against 
the lesser stressed sides. In a turn she ts notsy 

In the adaptability category, the Ski-Bo rated an average 
for a boat of her size and design. Her seats provide space 
for only three. In the aft cockpit there is room to put in 
folding chairs for a larger party but she ts no camp boat 
or overnighter by any stretch of the imagination. From 
seat to transom, though the measurement is 83”, remote 
fuel tanks (and the boat will take four of these abreast) 
will use a minimum of 18” of the fore and aft length. 
This would leave 65” maximum to stretch out. Try it 
for a night! 

Because of the boat's beaminess, however, the unclut- 
tered aft cockpit is quite untender to weight shifts. Ski-Bo 
will serve reasonably well as a fishing platform with the 
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Moull Get a Real Bang Out fe! 


Fueling errors, leaks and gas vapors are plain dynamite... the No. 1 
enemy of pleasure boating. But most accidents can be avoided by using proper care. 


Start off by making a positive check to see that tanks and fuel systems are tight, 
sound and free from leaks. When fueling, do not smoke. Have engines, lights, 
galley fires and electrical appliances turned off. See that no fuel spills get into 
hull or bilges. Then wipe all spilled fuel and permit boat to ventilate 
at least five minutes. Safety comes first! Happier boating follows!

One minor styling feature could stand a bit of design 
attention. The rear of the glove compartment, though 
fitted with a backing piece, is so designed that small ob 
ne 


jects, like a cigarette lighter or a lipstick can roll to t 


rear and drop on out onto the floor. The compartment 
could be completely closed in the rear with a limber hole 
in the bottom for drainage. 

Ihe transom drain plug was the same hard-to-reach 
and awkward-to-handle type in general use. 

Several other features indicated the overall attention 
to finish details given by the manufacturer. Holes cut 
through side stiffeners adjacent to the front seats for the

Aqua Meter reading of 29!2 mph. With four aboard the 
top speed dropped to 27!'2 mph. The propeller used on 
the Scott 40 was the stock three-blade 10” by 12!2” 
diameter and pitch. The motor was adjusted in the third 
pin hole and since we were not as interested in peak 
speed as in ski-towing characteristics, we made no effort 
to jack the motor any higher than the standard 21” transom, 
though at that height the motor was only turning 4500 
rpm, 300 rpm short of its tull developed horsepower 

The broad beam offered excellent acceleration, yet the 
beveled-shelf design relieved the hull of excessive bottom 
drag at planing speed. She moved from 0 to 1&8 mph in 
4'2 seconds, 0 to 25 in and O to peak speed in 12 
seconds. No skier will get waterlogged at that rate 

When towing our skier, Kathy Rayside, who has com- 
peted in the National championships and placed near the 
top in last year’s Florida State Regionals, the boat held a 
26 mph pace while she was using conventional skis. On 
trick skis, Miss Rayside asked me to tow her between 
15S and 18 mph. The boat held plane nicely at the lesser 
range of the requested speed without mushing 

Speed of the Ski-Bo powered with a skier in tow was 
ample tor slalom, calling for speeds ranging from 22 to 
26 mph, more than ample for trick riding as most 
tricks are done at well under 20 mph, but a bit shy tor 
tournament jumping where boat speeds are optional up 
to 35 mph for men and up to 28 mph for other classes. 
However, the 26 mph gait is more than enough for prac- 
tice purposes and for all but the most highly skilled jumper. 

At no time during our maneuvers did the skier affect 
the steering of the boat, which showed no effect of a skier 
in tow other than the slight reduction in speed. The Ski-Bo, 
incidentally, has during demonstrations been powered suc- 
cessfully with motors of far more than 40 h.p 

We considered in summary that the Ski-Bo ts an ex-

Last September, with the Summer White 
House established at Fort Adams, Rhode Island, a short 
automobile ride from the Newport Country Club, the vessel 
was used even less frequently. The President, however, did 
pay a yachtsman’s respects to Sceptre and Columbia, visit- 
ing the America’s Cup challenger and defender from on 
board the Barbara Anne. Apart from a rare Potomac River 
cruise with Mamie and the grandchildren, the cruisers have 
seen little other service 

Actually the White House cruisers were never intended 
as pleasure boats. The Barbara Anne, although commodi- 
ous and elaborately equipped, has quarters for commander 
and crew of six enlisted men only. According to Presiden- 
tial press secretary James Hagerty—who very much prefers 
that the vessels be referred to as cabin cruisers rather than 
yachts—the vessels are “day cruisers” only, and are main- 
tained primarily “for any emergency requiring relocation 
of the Government.” The White House admits, however, 
there ts only a remote chance that the cruisers would have 
to be called into service in any eventuality All hands 
concede that whatever use the President does make of 
them will, apart from a limited ferrying operation should 
he return to Newport, almost necessarily be for pleasure. 

The tradition of providing the nation’s highest executive 
with a sea-going White House was begun early in Grover 
Cleveland's first administration, when the newly built dis- 
patch boat USS Dolphin, rejected by the Navy as a fighting 
ship, was relegated to serving President Cleveland in the 
performance of his official duties 

Up until the time she was relinquished by President 
McKinley and assigned to fleet duty during the Spanish- 
American War, the 240-foot Dolphin was to fly the flags 
of three successive Presidents and transport more distin- 
suished guests than any other ship in the U. S. Navy. With 
peace, the Navy made amends for its appropriation of the 
Presidential craft by putting the USS Sylph, a newer and 
more comfortable vessel, at President McKinley's disposal. 
Ihe Dolphin was taken over by the Secretary of the Navy. 

After McKinley's death, Theodore Roosevelt, the rough- 
riding hero of San Juan Hill, proceeded to have the Sylph 
converted along the lines of a private yacht. The Roosevelt 
children thought the restyled Sy/ph bully and the President 
nd his family began using the yacht almost daily. It 
soon became a tamuiliar sight trom Boston Harbor to the 





The Sequoia was President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s con- 
venient weekend retreat, an ideal place away from the 
pressures of his office to think out problems. 
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In 1904, an election year, President Roosevelt was called 
upon by “the scoundrels on the other side” to defend his 
use not only of the Sy/ph but also of the U. S. Navy yacht 
Mayflower, for which he had been showing an all too 
obvious fancy. 

The 327-foot Mayflower, built on Scotland’s Clyde, had 
been hailed as the finest private yacht in American waters 
when delivered to New York millionaire Ogden Goelet in 
1896. After the death of Mr. Goelet, the United States 
Government, anxiously building up an auxiliary fleet for 
use in the threatening war with Spain, paid the Goelet 
family more than $1,000,000 for the craft. 

With most of her elegance stripped away, the USS 
Mayflower, iron-clad and formidably armed, saw action 
as a gunboat in the blockade of Cuba. Later, she served 
for a while as Admiral Dewey’s flagship. Since 1902, how- 
ever, she had been serving the President—all too frequently, 
some thought—on “State errands.” 

The Mayflower and the Sylph having been tossed up as 
election issues, Teddy Roosevelt hearkened to the old pol’s 
maxim: Self-denial is good for a second term. The Roose- 
velt family stoically cut down the frequency of their ex- 
cursions aboard the Sv/ph, and, three weeks before election, 
the Mayflower was showily docked and decommissioned 
at the New York Navy Yard. 

Re-elected by the largest majority then ever recorded, 
President Roosevelt broke with the tradition that the man 
in the White House should set an example of Jeffersonian 
simplicity. The Mayflower, restored to pre-war Goelet 
grandeur, was put back into Presidential service 

On August 5, 1905, lying at anchor off the Roosevelt 
estate at Oyster Bay, the Mayflower became the stage for 
one of history’s great meetings, when President Roosevelt, 
exercising all of his diplomatic skill, brought together the 
envoys of two warring powers in a prelude to the Ports- 
mouth Conference and the ending of the Russo-Japanese 
War The success of Theodore Roosevelt's efforts earned 
him a Nobel peace prize. The Russians presented the 
Mayflower with a Xandsome loving-cup. 

President Taft and his family, following the precedent 
established by Theodore Roosevelt, made free use of both 
the Sy/ph and the Mayflower, though Taft personally pre- 
ferred the smaller, less ostentatious vessel. 

Woodrow Wilson, who had loved the sea since boyhood, 
much preferred the Mayflower and rarely used the Sylph, 
which in time was taken over by his Secretary of the 
Navy, Josephus Daniels, and the Assistant Secretary, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt ‘

Even when not serving Presidents, the yachts made head- 
lines. In 1913, eleven members of Congress, witnessing 
naval target practice from the deck of the Dolphin, came 
within an inch of being blown to pieces by an 800-Ib. shell 
when gunners aboard the monitor Tallahassee, stationed 
three miles away, mistook the Dolphin for their actual 
target. 

Shortly before Harding’s inauguration, a thirsting May 
flower sailor got ludicrously involved with the Secret Service 
when an elaborate attempt to smuggle a package of bootleg 
whisky onto the yacht became “The Plot to Bomb the 
Mayflower.” 

It was during Harding’s administration that the May-

flower was converted from coal to oil—at a cost of 
$175,000. The change-over not only gave the vessel greater 
speed, but made her much cleaner, to the great joy of the 
more fastidious White House ladies The yacht also ac- 
quired a speedy new launch 
Navy Department nearly $50,000 

Calvin Coolidge’s love affair with the sea-going White 
House was made much of by the press, for President 
Coolidge liked nothing better than to put on his white 
Admiral’s cap and, accompanied by his wife, family friends, 
the White House pets, and even at times a certified cow, go 
cruising down the river 

Many of the legends and warming anecdotes told of 
this dry Vermonter whose drawling patois could make 
three syllables out of the word cow were born on board 
the Mayflower. 

There is the story of one impressed guest who, having 
watched the President gazing intently over the rail for 
fully half an hour, whispered to a Presidential aide, “The 
cares that must weigh upon that head. Of what portentous 
affairs can he now be thinking?” According to the story, 
the President turned just then and said, “See that mallard 
out there? Been watching him for 20 minutes. Hasn't 
moved. Calculate he’s dead.” 

It was during a Navy review off Cape Henry, Virginia, 
that President Coolidge took an ear-throbbing 420-gun 
salute, when 20 flagships of the U. S. fleet each boomed out 
the Presidential salute as they passed the Mayflower. The 
respectful Mr. Coolidge ordered an equal number of salutes 
in return. And each time the colors on the saluting ships 
passed the Mayflower, the yacht’s 23-piece band struck up 
“The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

During his first months in office, Calvin Coolidge, a 
devout man and a prudent one, denied himself the pleasure 
of full weekends afloat in order to escape any censure for 
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a palatial barge that cost the,

having failed to attend Sunday church. It wasn't long, 
though, before he arranged to have a Navy chaplain reg- 
ularly assigned to the Mayflower, and Sunday services were 
conducted right on board—for the Coolidge family, guests, 
and the entire ship’s complement of nine officers and 148 
enlisted men 

As much as Calvin Coolidge had loved the Mayflower, 
President Hoover's first economy move was to decommis 
sion the yacht and put her up for sale, it being determined 
that the craft would serve no further useful purpose in 
the Navy 

The Mayflower was on the block for nearly two years 
before the Navy accepted that, with the country in a 


serious depression, no One was going to offer anything like

a fair price for her. It was then decided to convert the 
yacht into a gunboat. Before that work could be completed 
the Mayflower was gutted by fire, and the Navy offered 
the yacht for sale once again. The historic craft, at one 
time valued at $1,500,000, was finally sold for $16,105 

Few men have loved the sea as much as America’s 
thirty-second President, Franklin Delano Roosevelt. The 
first letter he ever wrote, at age five, is illustrated by an 
elaborate drawing of a sailboat. At fourteen he had his 
own 21-foot knockabout. While still a youth, he sailed 
his father’s schooner, the Half-Moon, from Boston to Cam- 
pobello, N. B. In the fall of 1932, a Presidential candidate, 
he skippered the little yawl Myth // up the New England 
coast 

President Roosevelt had been in office scarcely three 
weeks when the Navy took over the Department of Com- 
merce’s inspection ship Sequoia, for “one dollar and other 
valuable considerations,” and converted her into a yacht 
for his use 

The 104-foot Sequoia suited the President fine—for 
weekends on the Potomac and Chesapeake Bay. But that 
first summer in the White House, he engaged the 45-foot 
sailing yacht Amberjack I for a two-week cruise down East, 
out of Boston. The President was a real salt-water sailor 
Laying his own course, he usually sat at the helm, his sons 
and two nephews setting the canvas and trimming at his 
command 

Three summers later, he sailed the 56-foot schooner 
Sewanna in Maine and Nova Scotia waters, never touching 
foot on shore until the last day of the 14-day cruise. He 
was, however, under the constant surveillance of the de 
stroyer Hopkins, the motor schooner Liherty, carrying 
newsmen, and the new Presidential yacht Potomac, trom 
which messages were relayed 
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YACHTS continued 

The President had made good use of the Sequoia, finding 
the yacht not only the best week-end retreat anywhere 
near Washington, but an ideal place to think out problems 
and draft speeches while away from official pressures. 

In 1935 the Sequoia was beached and the Coast Guard 
patrol boat Electra, a modern steel craft, was converted 
to become the fifth Presidential yacht. Renamed Potomac, 
the fourth ship in American naval history to bear that 
name, the 165-foot yacht had many novel features, includ 
ing an elevator in the otherwise non-functional after-funnel 
that permitted the President to ride from his quarters to 
the top deck. 

It wasn’t long, though, before her crew and many of 
her passengers realized that the Potomac had been made 
unseaworthy by the addition of 39 tons in a cabin and 
upper deck. She had a mean draft of only nine feet when 
fully loaded, which meant that she rolled badly. Secret 
Service men and White House staffers came to dread 
assignment to the Potomac, especially when an open-water 
cruise was in the offing. After one particularly unhappy 
voyage, Maj. Gen. Watson, the President’s military aide, 
groaned despairingly from his berth, “Thank Heaven I 
Joined the Army.” 

The vessel behaved ladylike enough in quiet water, 
though, and in 1939 carried England’s King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth from the capital to Mount Vernon. 

In 1945, after President Roosevelt's death, the vessel, 
having been condemned as “unfit for duty in open water,” 
was replaced by the USS Williamsburg, the former pleas- 
ure yacht Aras. Launched in 1931, the 243-foot yacht, 
handsomely refitted after the war, was a slim white boat 
and a beauty to behold. There was little weeping at the 
Potomac’s passing. 

It wasn’t until after he had been in office for 16 months 
that President Truman ventured beyond the familiar con- 
fines of Chesapeake Bay and found out the hard way that 
the plushy Williamsburg wasn’t much more “seaworthy” 
than the Potomac had been. In the words of an ensign 
who served aboard the Williamsburg when she was on 
North Atlantic escort duty during the war, in a sea “she 
carried on like a low-comedy spinster with an ice-cube 
down her back.” 

Harry Truman was to make cruising a habit, though, 
using the yacht less for holidays than as a hideaway, for 
to get away from crowds an American President pretty 
nearly has to go to sea. 

Powerful radio-telephone equipment enabled the Presi- 
dent to talk to anyone at the White House, or through 
the White House switchboard to anyone who could be 
reached by telephone. If away from the capital more than 
one day, a plane would seek out the Williamsburg early 
in the morning and deliver the day’s mail and newspapers 

In summer, the Williamsburg’s air-cooled quarters were 
the answer to the Washington heat. The President could 
relax in his big private lounge or on his private sun deck 
There were also two pianos aboard for his tinkling pleasure, 
one in the main dining saloon and the other in his private 
study, where he often worked on important messages. Fre- 
quently the setting for notable conferences and planning, 
the yacht came to be as much a floating workshop as a 
pleasure palace. 

The frequency of President Truman’s Potomac River 
cruises, however, led to broadsides from the opposition 
press and, in 1951, attempts in Congress to scuttle the 
Presidential craft. In 1952, an election year, President 
Truman cut his cruising considerably, making only three 
short cruises in the early part of the year. Harry Truman’s 
last cruise aboard his cherished Williamsburg, late in No- 
vember, after the White House tenancy question had been 
decided, was a chilly, rainy one—a little like a lover's

boat in the annual single-handed Creepstakes is declared the winner

EITHER the largest, smallest, youngest nor oldest 
yacht club on Long Island Sound, the Cruising, Booz- 
ing and Snoozing Club is—far and away—the whack- 

iest, and that remark will stand nationally. 

Traditionally, CB&S has launched the Eastern racing 
season with a spectacularly confusing splash—and some 
amazing sailing—on the Saturday ahead of the Memorial 
Day weekend. This year’s race will start at 10 A.M. on 
May 23 near Green’s Ledge, off Norwalk, Conn., and 
proceed in somewhat erratic fashion to Eaton’s Neck on 
the Long Island side of the Sound and back to Norwalk, 
following an eighteen-mile triangular course. 

The confusing thing is that the sailor who knocks himself 
out to get home first will receive a booby prize—an en- 
graved deck mop—while first prize, a much more desir- 
able table lighter, will go to the skipper last in on corrected 
time. There are a number of other “awards,” “honors” and 
“titles” just as bewildering to the outsider—not to mention 
CB&S's courtly slogan: “Women and children first, except 
in emergencies!” 

But if you have the opportunity to see the club’s 13th 
annual “creepstakes” this month (May), you will witness 
some first-rate sailing as well as high-jinks. The race, open 
by invitation to cruising boats of any size with auxiliary 
power, is a single-handed affair, and when you have an 
average of some 40 entries—sometimes including two 12- 
meters!—the one-man starts are more exciting than the 
Kentucky Derby. 

As the smaller stuff gets away fast, the 12-meter men 
are racing back and forth, making like one-man bands to 
set sail. Once underway, they come up fast, but the race 
isn’t always to the largest. One year Irving Pratt, a dedi- 
cated and ingenious yachtsman, installed an intricate set 
of blocks and running line all around the deck so he could 
handle sail while still grabbing the tiller. Didn't mean a

As a matter of fact, schooners, ketchs, yawls and sloops 
all have chalked up the best cruising time in what CB&S 
calls “the honest part” of the race. Time? Well, as Graeme 
Macleod, the club balladeer, puts it, “Maybe under three 
hours—or as long as nobody gets to the dinner at six 
o’clock that night.” 

Since, among its oddities, the club prides itself on keeping 
no records, you have to depend on the members’ recol- 
lections for what has happened down the years. CB&S 
started as a joke after a group of Fairfield County yachts- 
men swapped stories—real and imaginary—about the near- 
rammings they had sustained from hackers. They reached 
a general conclusion: “With no chuckleheaded crew in his 
way, the skipper should realize and demonstrate the true 
potentials of his boat.”

From this sound approach, the spoof just ballooned 
like a spinnaker and so did the “awards”: 

—*“The yellow water medal,” awarded to the member 
who goes aground most often, entitles him to run the 
club for the next year as the commodore—*“foundering 
commodore,” that is. Macleod, John Davis, Philip Wick 
Jr., Red Smith, who sails out of Essex; all have held this 
high honor, among others. 

—“The Mediocrity Prize,” awarded to the skipper who 
finishes in the dead center of the “creepstakes.” Harry 
Noble, who thought up this decoration, argued that after 
all the man-in-the-middle is the backbone of a race and 
should be remembered. The prize is a fantastic-looking hat 
on which each new recipient adds his own special “aid to 
navigation.” It is a pith helmet which down the years has 
picked up a fully operational radio, auto parking scraper, 
radar reflector, a compass, an altimeter, and other helpful 
gadgets. Officially, the club describes this trophy as “a 
navigational hat designed by a noted marine architect.”

testant certified by the “fleet surgeon” as “the guy most 
pooped.” 

—“The Worry Bird,” the inspiration of Mrs. Macleod, 
which memorializes the fretting that wives do while their 
husbands are racing the single-handed event. The wife 
who frets most gets the Worry Bird which nods its head 
and croaks, “Too bad! Too bad!” (One year one of the 
wives brought in a dead pigeon to be given as the prize 
in this category.) 

—"“Yacht Race,” a painting of a voluptuous nude on a 
beach, executed by Ralph Case, which somewhat incongru- 
ously goes to the couple who has sailed “the furthest with 
the mostest family.” 

Boozing and Snoozing Prizes (self-explanatory awards, 
the club feels) which consist, respectively, of a fancily- 
decorated beer mug and a lettered, flannel night shirt 

rhere is another, particularly cherished award (“for the 
boat most likely to founder during the current season”) 
which is rather difficult to describe because it—the award, 
that is—also is an honorary commodore. It is “Woodin 
Jackson,” a wood puppet complete with “yacht” (a thirty- 
inch dory) which was made for CB&S by puppet-expert 
Bil Baird. Jackson is 20” high and of lecherous mein 

Woodin Jackson ts sort of the club incorrigible, and you 
shouldn't make too much of the fact that he’s a commodore 

every member of CB&S. all twenty-five of them. ts a 
commodore! More, and this was a sort of sly trick since 
they get stuck making all party arrangements, every wite 
is a “commodorable.” 

“This all started as a local organization of fellows around 
Norwalk, Darien and New Canaan,” says sailmaker mem- 
ber Ed Raymond. “It was just a group of sailors having a 
little fun and trying to tell the biggest stories. Now the 
‘creepstakes’ attracts some of the best sailors in the busi- 
ness.” 

Offhand, the race may sound like clowning. The club 
motto is, “Don’t give up the ship, boys—the water ts over 
your head,” and each year there are special race “warn 
ings.” Example: “Look out for the guy on the port tack! 
He may be hiding his head.” 

Actually, the Sound-going activities are dead serious 
Because CB&S does not want to attract “hackers and 
acrobats,” the membership is tightly limited (and by invi- 
tation only) and, as a safety measure, the single-honded 
“creepstakes” also is by invitation only As added race 
precautions, no spinnakers are allowed, all entries must 
have fully operating auxiliary engines with enough gas to 
get home) and a fleet of some twenty to thirty spectator 
boats patrols the course. 

In the dozen years the regatta has been run—in some 
mighty stiff May breezes, too—there hasn't been a single 
mishap. But plenty of excitement! 

They still talk about the duel between one of Walter H. 
Wheeler Jr.'s Cotton Blossoms, a 12-meter converted to a 
yawl, and Brew Potter's 12-meter. In mid-race, Brew man- 
aged singlehanded to take off the jib and get out a big 
Jenny that won the race for him and his enormous sloop 

This season, the entries will be flocking in from as far 
east as the Connecticut River, west as Larchmont, and 
across the Sound from Huntington. After rather casual 
handicapping (just the size and potential speed of each 
boat), they'll lurch out into the Sound, get back sooner 
or later, and then everyone will sit down to dinner at Lyons 
Pier in Norwalk to sing some forty songs composed by 
“Sandy” Macleod dedicated very personally to the sailing 
eccentricities of every “commodore.” 

After that, there will be the awards and selection of the 
new “foundering commodore”—not by election or com- 
mittee decisions or anything stuffy like that. All the current 
prize holders personally decide the winners for the new 
season. We told you this club was special. Lb

Designer, builder, author, 
sailor and historian, 
his life has been spent 


in the world of boats

F IT WERE NOT for one talented and dedicated man, 

a great deal of America’s vigorous maritime history 

and accurate records of the famous ships that helped 
build it would be unavailable. Few yachtsmen, designers, 
boatbuilders or marine historians are unfamiliar with the 
name of Howard I. Chapelle, Naval Architect, author, 
and Curator of Transportation at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in Washington. And few men are so steeped in the 
lore of ships and the sea and bring such versatility and 
talent to their work, for with Mr. Chapelle, boats are a 
way of life and a labor of love. In addition to researching 
and drawing the lines of hundreds of American ships with 
sometimes glamorous and sometimes tragic lives, super- 
vising the construction of their models, and planning, main- 
taining and running the Water & Land Transportation 
Division of the nation’s most famous museum, Mr. Chap- 
elle is also a prolific author on boating subjects and a 
vociferous campaigner for wholesome and seaworthy trends 
in yacht design and for boats that have economic sense— 
to fit the owner's real needs. 

For the marine historian, the “History of American 
Sailing Ships,” by Mr. Chapelle, published by W. W. Nor- 
ton, has long been the classic and authoritative reference 
text. Here the serious scholar can learn about the Virginia, 
the first sailing vessel built in the United States, the sail and 
hull plans of fast privateers and slavers, lines and sail plans

of the famous clipper ships and America’s Cup Defenders, 
as well as sample contracts for a Sloop of War, and details 
of armament and carronades. More than just a listing of 
ships, the book represents the author's views on the reasons 
for the evolution of different vessels and he has brought to 
bear all of his experience in the arts of the shipwright, 
designer, sailing ship economist and researcher, to make it 
the most authoritative book in the field 

For the amateur with the dream of constructing his own 
boat, Mr. Chapelle’s Boatbuilding, also published by Nor 
ton, bares the trade secrets of the shipwright, and from the 
lofting of lines to framing, planking, and final finishing, all 
the information necessary is set down with his usual clear, 
concise style and complete, understandable illustrations 
Many seaworthy small boats with utility as well as beauty 
have been designed by students and advanced amateurs 
who have learned the art from his Yacht Designing and 
Planning. From the purchase of drafting materials, through 
mathematical calculations, to the final drawings, the reader 
is introduced to a complete course in boat design, with 
liberal pointers and suggestions which Chapelle has learned 
during his long career as a designer 

These are only some of the accomplishments of the man 
who has taken his place as one of the senior “Deans” of 
American boating. In the library of the Food and Agricul- 
tural Organization of the United Nations is a fat volume 
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At a time when “American built” was synonymous with speed, the Prince de Neufchatel, a 
Yankee privateer, was one of the fastest and most feared by the British. She took 

many prizes, made her owners rich, and in a fight against five ships, killed 90 

of the enemy, lost 31 of her own 40 man crew and escaped. The British later took off 
her lines and modeled opium smugglers after her. The beauty of line and 

superb draughtsmanship of Chapelle is illustrated in his reconstruction, below. 


of text and drawings that were compiled hy Mr. Chapelle 
in Turkey during 1956 and 57. As an expert on fishing 
boats, he made a thorough study of boatbuilding techniques, 
took off the lines, and made drawings of local craft. He 
spoke with Turkish workmen and shipwrights, yard super- 
intendents ana draftsmen, and he learned the tools, pro- 
cedure and nomenclature that had been employed in that 
country’s building of wooden craft for centuries 

With this material at hand, he took to the drawing board 
and designed seven fishing craft which could be built on 
more or less traditional Turkish lines, would incorporate 
no techniques that could not be readily learned by native 
workmen, and would employ materials easily attainable. 
The seven craft were designed for maximum fishing effi- 
ciency, sea keeping ability, plus shoal draft and moderate 
deadrise so that even with the few good harbors in the area, 
they could easily be hauled ashore in bad weather. With 
small market for fish in Turkey, it was hoped that by in- 
creasing and exporting the annual catch, the country could 
receive a badly-needed economic shot-in-the-arm. It is 
significant that in its program for bolstering the economy 
of under-developed countries, Jan-Olav Traung, Chief of 
the UN’s Fishing Boat Section of the F.A.O., turned to 
Chapelle for constructive criticism; the world of workday, 
rugged, money earning vessels is a vital part of “Chap’s” 
boyhood.

How does a man go about becoming an expert in prac- 
tically every facet of the lure and lore of the sea? First of 
all, he must love the sea, its ships, and the traditions of the 
men who sail them. Seen in his half-workshop, half office 
on the top floor of the ancient red brick Smithsonian build- 
ing, Chapelle is surrounded by flat filing cabinets packed 
with plans of “Yankee” ships, half models and builder’s 
lift models of these same ships. His encyclopedic knowledge 
of his subject, and his intense enthusiasm for it, is clearly 
evident. There seems to be no question in ship and boat- 
building, no matter how traditional or controversial, no 
matter how dimly related to the past nor how contempo- 
rary, that he has not exhaustively investigated and doesn’t 
enjoy talking about. From the Dutch “jacht” built by 
Adrian Blok (for whom Block Island on the Atlantic Coast 
was named), to the value of International yachting compe- 
titions in restricted classes like 12 Square Meters, for the 
improvement of yachting in general, he has a considered and 
well thought-out opinion. And it is opinion backed by 
the reality of experience. 

Born in Massachusetts, a state that has produced more 
than its share of seafaring men and with a father who 
earned his living on the sea. Howard Chapelle spent his 
boyhood in New Haven, Connecticut. When he was barely 
knee-high to a tiller, he helped his father’s men tong

oysters in Long Island Sound, working from the famed 
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New Haven sailing Sharpies of which he is still so fond. 
Out on the morning tide, working through all conditions 
of wind and weather, a man soon learns to love and re- 
spect a craft that is solidly built, handy enough to sail 
herself out of sticky situations, and able to earn a living for 
her owner. When in his early twenties, he sailed under 
the British flag aboard the Abaco-Bahamas, a coasting 
schooner that made the run from the Bahamas to Cuba 
laden with lumber, and worked his way up from Bos’un to 
2nd and then Ist Mate.

frame as smoothly as if finished with a plane, the dex- 
terity to hew to a line with a broadaxe, how to whet, turn 
and burnish a scraper blade, all the skills that make for 
craftsmanship were taught to him by craftsmen. 

Chapelle’s training in practical Naval Architecture was 
learned as an apprentice in the drafting rooms of some of 
the greatest names in American boat design. He has worked 
with William H. Hand of New Bedford, with Frank Paine, 
designer of many fast and famous schooners, in the offices 
of John Alden, Eldredge McInnis, and with Charles Mower 
at the Albany Boat Company in Watervliet, N. Y. His 
knowledge of marine power plants and large vessels was 
learned while employed at the Gibbs Gas Engine Com- 
pany, shipbuilders, of Jacksonville, Fla. He was associated 
with William Albert Robinson, the author of 20,000 
Leagues Over The Sea, a story of a round-the-world cruise 
in the 30 foot Svaap, at Robinson's Ipswich shipyard. He 
was Naval Architect and Treasurer of the firm, and de- 
signed several large yachts along the lines of the famous 
Baltimore Clippers. 

In his physical appearance, as well as in his achieve- 
ments, Mr. Chapelle is an imposing character. He ts tall, 
well over six feet, has a great head of silver-white hair, 
white mustache, blue eyes, and has a lean and powerful 
build that belies his fifty-eight years. He keeps a tight 
work schedule from eight to five, and seems to be the 
type of man who doesn’t stop working when he leaves 
The atmosphere in the dimly lit top floor office is relaxed, 
and a coffee pot is kept on a hot plate for visitors and 
staff. Despite the technical nature of “Chap’s” work he 
is an extremely cultured man. When we called on him 
he was reworking the lines of the famous American 
paddlewheel steamship Savannah which in 1819 became 
the first steam propelled vessel of any kind to cross an 
ocean. To find accurate sources, it was necessary for him 
to translate the 19th century manuscript of a Frenchman, 
Marestier, who had made studies of American steamships 
He quotes extensively in his books from the German text 
of Fredrik Henrik af Chapman's classic on historic ships, 
Architectura Navalis Mercatoria, and learned enough Turk- 
ish to communicate with workingmen and translate a glos- 
sary of boatbuilding terms. Those readers who are familiar 
with his works on sailing ships are aware of his extensive 
knowledge of Colonial American and world history. 

If Chapelle is authoritative, he ts also controversial 
and feels very strongly about certain trends that are evi 
dent in Naval Architecture and American boating in gen- 
eral. He believes that the naval architect of today has 
become too much the victim of his client. The professional 
with a large staff of draftsmen and office workers often 
finds himself having to take a designing job whether he 
approves of the end result or not, since the practice of 
Naval Architecture, in the past as now, has never been 
a financial bonanza. He pointed out that even Nathaniel 
Herreshoff, the “Wizard of Bristol,” whom he knew and 
who probably designed more successful yachts and had a 
greater renown than any other American designer, spent 
the greater part of his career worrying where the money 
was coming from. 

“Until the boating public becomes educated to the ways 
of the sea,’ Chapelle lamented, “the architect will always 
be faced with having to do something he knows he 
shouldn't.” He also confided that, frankly, he was pessi- 
mistic about even a long range prospect in such an im- 
mense task of educating. Though he has great respect for 
the efforts of organizations like the United States Power 
Squadrons and the Coast Guard Auxiliary in the drive for 
safer and better boating education, he believes that dealers, 
manufacturers, and boating writers alike tend too much

reach the public. 

In the boating field, Mr. Chapelle is known as some- 
thing of a “traditionalist,” and though this is largely true, 
in some respects, anyone who thinks that he is a “die-hard,” 
sentimentally caught up in the past, simply doesn’t know 
“Chap” or the range and depth of his interests. We dis 
cussed the increased popularity in fiberglass construction, 
and not only was he completely familiar with latest rein- 
forced plastic techniques, but designed prototype fiberglass 
outboard runabouts for the Bristol-Myers Co. several years 
ago, and production designs for the Industrial Shipping Co 
of Nova Scotia, which utilizes the latest techniques of 
laminated veneer molding for outboard runabouts. During 
the last war “Chap” was an Army officer and chief of the 
Marine Branch, Research and Development Division office 
of the Chief of Transportation, hardly the place for a tra 
ditionalist, were he one entirely! 

Mr. Chapelle, despite a busy schedule, maintains asso 
ciation with many important marine organizations. He is 
a member of the Society of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers, the Marine Research Society, The Marine 
Safety Committee of the United Nations, a delegate to 
the Fishing Boat Congress of the F.A.O. to be held in 
Rome, Italy, and for recreation, CHOAS, a group of dedi- 
cated amateurs who hunt for, and restore old cannon. He 
is a member of the Ship Model Society of Washington 
and periodically leads a swarm of members down to 
the Smithsonian, where they tenderly and expertly clean 
dust, re-rig and repaint the valuable models on exhibit. 
It is a constant job, for the quarters in the Smithsonian 
are dusty, antiquated and crowded. A new one million 
dollar building is planned for the technical and historical 
divisions in the near future, however, and a new era for 
the Institution will begin. 

But Mr: Chapelle leaves one with a feeling that the 
traditions of American maritime history are in good hands, 
and also that there is a certain ambiguity in “Chap’s” per- 
sonality. He is at the same time a bit of a romantic and 
a practical man. He is romantic in his ability to make 
the past of ships and the men who manned them come 
alive, and practical in his intense annoyance with the non- 
functional in such things as outboard motors, automo- 
biles, and life, as well as boats. If there is one creed that 
sums up the attitudes of Howard Irving Chapelle, it is a 
quote from one of his own works which might well serve 
as a principle for every man in boating as well 

‘On your decision depend the lives and property of 
men.” This is the real responsibility of the men who design 
and build ships. The price of errors in judgment, igno 
rance, stupidity or dishonesty on the part of these men ts 
revealed by the terse comments in the shipping news. ‘Lost 
at sea with all hands’ Every naval architect or ship 
builder worth his salt, from ancient to modern times, 
realizes that this is the judgment of a court from which 
there is no appeal. No excuses will serve the craftsman 
if loss results from his acts.”"—

Techniques 
of Fast-Water 
Outboarding 


A hunting and fishing guide from Alaska gives 


tips on boating in shallow and treacherous rivers 


By Jim Rearden 
66 OOK OUT!” one of the men screamed as the boat 
dived under a stationary wave, green water rushing 
over the gunwales. Before he could yell again the 
14-foot fiber glass boat filled and was gone 

The three passengers somehow leaped clear, shed boots 
and coats, and swam to the bank. Half-drowned and numb 
from the roaring glacier-fed stream, they crawled dripping 
onto shore in stockinged feet 

There wasn’t a dry match among them, so all they could 
do, that crisp September morn, was to hoof it, unshod, ten 
miles to the nearest help 

They had been on a moose hunt, and in that one moment 
lost boat and outboard motor, cameras, rifles, sleeping bags, 
binoculars and other equipment 

“We're not complaining a bit,” one of them told me a 
day later on the train headed for Anchorage. “We're lucky 
all three of us got ashore.” 

The “accident,” as they called it, was their own fault 
Through inexperience, probably, they had tackled the 
Kenai River of Alaska in an inadequate boat. Perhaps skill- 
ful boat handling would have saved them their dunking 
Obviously they were all three new to fast water outboard- 
ing 

Statistics indicate that outboarding is one of the safest 
of outdoor sports as a means of travel. Hundreds of thou- 
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sands of efficient outboards shove boats, small and large, 
around our waterways with a minimum of danger 

There are, however, two general types of water where an 
inexperienced or unwary outboard enthusiast may get into 
trouble. Everyone knows the danger of big water—oceans 
and large lakes. They can get too rough for any kind of 
boat, much less a small outboard-size craft 

But many outboarders—like my moose-hunting friends 

don’t think twice about running fast waters. Perhaps the 
fact that they are seldom tar from shore gives confidence 

I have run Alaskan streams for over ten years in out- 
board powered boats in my work as a wildlife biologist, 
as a big game guide taking sportsmen after moose, caribou, 
sheep, and bear, and for my own hunting and fishing trips 
I've used river boats, canoes, sea-going skiffs, and even 
V-bottom outboard runabouts on these streams 

I seldom spend a day on a river without learning some- 
thing new 

A good river boat hull is as specialized as that of a 
racing hydroplane. Different designs have evolved in vari- 
ous parts of the country. The McKenzie River or Rogue 
River type of western Oregon, with its fore-and-aft rounded 
bottom, and the so-called john boat, or float boat of the 
sluggish mid-west rivers are perhaps best known to most 
people. The Yukon River boat of Alaska is another type, 
that, I think, will eventually be more widely used

In the 1930's Alaskan river boaters came up with a crude 
outboard lift, a contraption built of 2x 4’s that made it 
possible to raise or lower an outboard almost instantly 
Modern Alaskan lifts are built of tubular steel, welded, and 
an outboard, no matter how large, can be raised and low- 
ered with a mere touch of the control lever. 

In the past several years manufacturers in the states have 
discovered the lift, and a number of patented portable 
models are on the market. One of these, the “Jackass”, 
designed and patented by Glenn Woolridge and Tom 
Staley, of Eagle Point, Oregon, is a most efficient tool. | 
used one last fall when I took two California hunters into 
arctic Alaska on a three-week big game hunt, and it per- 
formed well with a 25-horse Johnson. Staley and Wool- 
ridge, incidentally, designed their lift on the Rogue River 
before they knew of the Alaskan lifts. Alaskan lifts are 
built on the boat and are not interchangeable (except for 
a small-motor model built by a small company in Fair- 
banks) 

I've even used a lift on a canoe. With a light motor it 
makes an efficient outfit that will almost take off ‘cross 
country on wet grass. Once, in an emergency, I used C- 
clamps to hold a 2x8 to the transom of a square-stern 
aluminum canoe, attaching my motor to the 2x 8. This

The desirability of raising an outboard in shallow water 
has been recognized by at least one manufacturer of out- 
boards, who now offers an accessory remote-control electro- 
hydraulic mechanism that tilts a motor for 
operation. 

Another mechanical gimmick that river runners here in 
Alaska use is to attach a shoe to the skeg of an outboard. 
The shoe is designed so that a flat skid contacts the river 
bottom before the propeller hits, and it prevents props from 
getting chewed on the gravel and rocks, and lessens fre- 
quency of pins shearing.

travel. I usually whittle a ring around this “depth gauge 
about 18 inches from the end. When the pole goes into 
the water just that far, | slow down. The bow man can 
watch for boulders and other obstructions. Both arms 
thrown suddenly into the air is my signal to “cut” the throt 
tle. It’s faster than yelling 

As the bow man checks depth—constantly when it ts 
doubtful—he plunges the pole to the bottom and then 
grasps it at the point that shows exactly what the depth 
is and holds it up for the outboard operator to see. He 
does this continually if necessary 

For upstream travel I prefer to load a boat slightly 
bow-heavy; not enough to make steering hard, but enough 
to be noticeable. I do this because, underway, with the 
outboard pulling hard, it raises the bow (or pulls the stern 
down) enough so that steering is normal and easy. But 
when shallows are near and the throttle is suddenly cut, the 
bow drops and the stern rises. When that stern comes up, 
it pulls the prop away from the bottom. A few inches of 
water often makes the difference between running across 
a shallow spot with power, or getting out and pulling a 
boat across by hand 

If a boat is too bow heavy it becomes almost unmanage- 
able in cases where it does have to be “lined” or pulled 
across fast wéter shallows by hand 

Traveling downstream | load a boat so it is even more 
definitely bow heavy. This works the same way in pulling 
the propeller away from the bottom. And, in case of a 
sheared pin or engine failure, it tends to keep the boat drift- 
ing with the bow downstream, hence it is safer and easier 
to handle in bad water 

Downstream travel in a fast river can be tough. Last 
fall | had an assistant guide and a hunter with me in a 30- 
foot boat loaded with over 2500 pounds of camp gear, 
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moose, caribou, and sheep meat (1 weighed it when I later 
put it on an airplane). We traveled about 90 miles on the 
John River, on the south slope of the Brooks Range of 
arctic Alaska—a long ways from civilization. The river, 
in common with many Alaskan streams, was wide and 
shallow, and had many channels. It was hard to determine 
which channels led to deep water. All we could do was 
to estimate which channel carried the most water. Usually 
this was the one on the outside of a curve, next to the bank, 
but not always 
We went aground many times. At the speed we were 
traveling we really went aground. Then the three of us 
had to horse that tremendous load back upstream a short 
distance and angle across the stream looking for deeper 
water. With the fast current and the awkward boat drag- 
ging on bottom it was hard wet work 
This brings up another technique. Sometimes you can 
see disaster in the form of unavoidable shallows ahead. You 
know the boat won't float over it. If you hit it fast you 
could rip the bottom out of the boat 
When faced with this situation I almost automatically 
stop the motor and jump out of the boat (I always wear hip 
boots) and hang by the side until my feet touch bottom 
I then brace and bounce and skid and at least slow the boat 
so when it does hit it will be at a somewhat lesser speed 
Two men, in a relatively short distance, can stop a big 
heavy boat with this technique 
One or two men in the bow of a boat, with someone else 
running the motor, can often use poles to help make it up 
a fast-water run where the water is shallow. Sometimes a 
motor will barely hold the boat in place, but a few shoves 
with poles will do the trick 
Lining a boat upstream isn't much fun. A lightly loaded 
boat or canoe can be lined from the beach—two men can 
handle it nicely. A long bow line is necessary, and a ling 
tied to the stern. The man holding the stern line simply 
pulls it in, causing the current to force the bow of the boat 
out and away from the bank. This takes cooperation, tor 
if the bow liner, who is tar ahead and at the end of his 
rope, pulls too hard he can yank the boat into the bank 
Another system I have used is for one man to hold the 
bow out with a pole and for the other to pull with the bow 
line 
But with a heavily-loaded boat there’s just one way to 
get it Over that shallow riffle—-and that’s to wade and pull 
it by brute strength 
; Sweepers” so-called, are a problem These are trees that 
have grown on the river's edge, and the bank washes away 
beneath. They topple into the stream, but their roots re 
main attached to land. Because of the physics involved 
they usually land in deep water—water you may need tk 
get that boat up or downstream 
Going upstream if a pin shears or a motor fails when you 
are above one, and you can’t stop the boat in time, you'll be 
swept into it. Or in traveling downstream the current may 
throw you into one. And indeed they can sweep a boat 
clean 
I have a friend who one fine day was traveling down 
stream and was thrown into a sweeper. He shut off hi 
motor when he hit, and the boat crackled through the 
branches and sped under the low-lying tree. Somehow hi 
managed to grab a branch as the boat went on downstream 
And there he was, hanging, legs in the water, the botton 
far below, on an inhospitable, spiny, spruce tree 
He was scratched, bleeding, soaked to the waist, an 
angry when he clawed his way ashore and up the steey 
bank 
He had to walk three miles downstream before he foun 
his boat aground—on the other side of the river 
So outboarding does have its hazards—particularly whe 
it involves running on fast water. But a little caution, us 
of proper equipment, and experience, lessen the odds tha 
you'll have trouble.— G

THE CORINTHIANS 


hitchhikers extraordinary

HET YOU are a sailing enthusiast on the look- 
out fo berth or own a boat and need a crew, if 
you ar@ht member of the Corinthians you just ring 
up the Crewing@Office and state your requirements. It’s al- 
most that sim This remarkable group of amateur sea- 
farers is dedicaffMd to serving the needs of boatless-crews and 
crewless-skippe ind its Crewing Committee is kept busy 
‘ar round mapping men and ships 
A skipper \ »s in that he wants a good spinnaker man 
for the Stratfo il Race in Long Island Sound. Another 
needs a nav r the Annapolis Race. A request ts re 
ceived for a Mar Ip s il a schooner across the 
Atlantic. A memfr calls to ask about berths for the coming 
veekend. These e everyday occurrences during spring 
ind summer. Sifffe there are over 150 sailboats in the 
Corinthian fleet, Banging from day sailers to 60-footers, 
there is considerable crewing activity. Manning the boats 
ind finding good berths are jobs the Crewing Officers han- 
dle for over 400 amateur yachtsmen incorporated under the 
name Corinthians, and to guide them they have a detailed 
questionnaire identifying each individual's ability as well as 
the knowledge that, like all Corinthians, he is a devoted 
sailor and a congenial gentleman 
This year marks the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
Corinthians. It was formed in 1934 by Carleton S. Cooke 
and Frederick M. Delano, who felt that there was a det- 
inite need for a different kind of yachting organization and 
were inspired somewhat by The Little Ships Club in Eng- 
land. In the 1930's, as now, more and more yachtsmen 
Were finding it difficult to crew their boats with profes- 
sionals. And at the same time many good amateur sailors, 
who were not yet in a position to own boats, had trouble 
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getting afloat. To help solve the problem, the Corinthians 
were incorporated as a non-profit, member association in 
the State of New York. In the succeeding years they have 
more than lived up to the objective set forth in the con- 
stitution: “to promote sailing, to encourage good fellowship 
among yachtsmen, afloat and ashore, to assist yacht-owner 
members to obtain competent and congenial crews, and 
to assist non-yacht-owning members to obtain desirable 
berths.” 

A look at the past twenty-five years and the current 
yachting scene on the Atlantic Coast proves the Corin- 
thians’ success and points the way to solving crewing prob- 
lems elsewhere 

To begin with, the first “Corinthians” took their name 
with considerable tongue in cheek, indicating a sense ot 
humor valuable to all who “go down to the sea in ships.” 
Webster's Unabridged Dictionary, 1945 ed., defines a Co- 
rinthian as: “A fashionable man about town; esp., a man 
of means, given to sport, who drives his own horses (sic), 
sails his own yacht, or the like.” Today’s “Corinthian” 
could be more accurately identified as a devoted slave to 
the sea, easily persuaded to don a battered set of khakis 
and push a paint brush or scraper from dawn to dark in 
return for the promise of a few hours sail. In fact, the 
early Corinthians flag showed a hitch-hiker’s up-turned 
thumb. The present flag is less flamboyantly decorated 
with a simple “C” on red and white pattern; the thumb 
was dispensed with as being disturbingly similar to pictorial 
flags for such occasions as “wife aboard,” “cocktail hour,” 


etc.

These four famous racing cruisers which took part in 
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The Corinthians’ flag has traveled far and been flown 
in many distant harbors. In 1955, Richard Nye carried 
it triumphantly across the Atlantic when Carina won the 
race to Sweden. Later, in the 1957 Race to Spain, the 
same boat, along with Bill Snaith’s Figaro and Blunt White's 
Whue Mist, flew the red “C” in Iberian harbors, and the 
only other U.S. entry, Alphard, owned by Judge Curtis 
Bok of Philadelphia, has since been commissioned one 
of the Corinthians 

Pres Blake’s Kialoa also cruised Scandinavian waters 
with Carina on her famous shakedown there. And Ted 
Helprin has worn out a few flags cruising Albatross west 
from Curacao to San Francisco and then back to the East 
Coast and to Europe Newfoundland and Labrador have 
seen the Corinthians’ flag flying in the stays of John 
Cooley’s Linnet and Dr. Paul Sheldon’s Seacrest. The 
Hawaiian Islands welcomed the flag when Fred Adams 
and the late Harvey Conover cruised those waters 

Corinthian boats have brought home some impressive 
silverware too. Carleton Mitchell's Finisterre was Queen 
of the Southern Ocean Racing Circuit and then topped all 
records by winning the Bermuda Race two consecutive 
times. Too many other boats to mention have also earned 
trophies 

However, on the subject of prizes, one of the most 
interesting and respected jugs in yacht racing is sponsored 
by the Corinthians: the “Galley Slave Trophy,” a massive 
pressure cooker, suitably engraved, awarded to the amateur 
cook in the last boat in the Bermuda Race fleet to reach 
the island 

Other annual awards within the club are the Delano 


Trophy, voted to the member who best typifies the spirit 
of the association and that of one of its founders, Frederick 
M. Delano; the Cutty Sark Trophy, which goes to a mem 
ber who has successfully completed an outstanding voyage 
or who has demonstrated his prowess as a seaman; and the 
Activities Afloat Award to the member who has evidenced 
the greatest interest and effort in Corinthian activities un 
der canvas 

Aside from crewing their own boats and other people's 
the Corinthians sponsor a Spring and a Fall Rendezvous 
afloat, followed by a dinner ashore at a convenient yacht 
club. Recently the Rendezvous has been preceded by a 
handicap race. This its not a racing club, however, and 
the events have been kept very informal. Wives and fam 
ilies are cordially invited to every Rendezvous, and parts 
cipate with enthusiasm 

Shore Activities consist mainly of Gams during the 
winter. Originally they were inaugurated by Dr. Paul Shel 
don with the idea that 8 or 10 members would like to 
meet once a month to talk boats. But interest was such 
that even at the first Gam over 25 showed up. Subsequent 
success of these get-togethers has rendered the Gams vir 
tually indispensable to the Cor'nthians, thanks largely to 
Bob Rimington’s ability to find interesting speakers in 
those early days 

This year’s Gam guests included Stan Rosenteld, who 
spoke on yachting photography; John Illingworth, on off 
shore racing; Allen B. Murray, on the hydro-dynamics of 
marine vehicles; Ted Helprin, on cruising the Atlantic and 
European waters in Albatross; Bushy Eiloart, Colin and 
Rosemary Mudie, on their Atlantic passage in the balloon 
Small World; Norrie and Kitty Hoyt, on family cruising 
across the U.S.A.; and others. Next winter programs plan 
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Philip L. Rhodes - designed Carina, a 53-foot yawl, was 
winner of race to Spain.

Briefly, the organizational structure of the Corinthians 
s as tollows: The Afterguard is the governing body and 
consists of a Master 1 Paymaster, a Secretary, and Fleet 
C uptains each elected for a one-year term plus six other 
members who are elected for two-year terms, three being 


elected each ye: This practice assures continuity of the 
club’s activities 

At the first meeting of the year, the Afterguard elects 
a Master's Mate (Vice-President), from its members 

In 1957, the Corinthians established two branches known 
as “Fleets The New England Fleet is headquartered in 
Boston, and there is a Philadelphia Fleet covering the 
Philadelphia and ¢ hesapeake area Each Fleet is headed 
by a Fleet Captain who ts also a member of the Afterguard 
\ Fleet handles crew calls in its area locally or may request 
a general mailing of a crew call to all members 

The Fleets arrange and run their own local Gams and 


Rendezvous; and are generally self-sufficient. But they re- 
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main integral parts of the Corinthians under the firm guid- 
ance of the Afterguard 

Candidates for membership must be proposed in writing 
by members, carefully screened by the Afterguard or the 
Membership Committee, and then subjected to a 15-day 
waiting period during which time the membership is ad- 
vised of the proposal. Adverse reaction on the part of 
any member, provided there is valid reason for his objec- 
tion, will generally result in a blackball by the Afterguard 

Each year the Afterguard appoints a Crewing Commit- 
tee and charges it with the responsibility of handling crewing 
arrangements. Crewing questionnaires are filled out by the 
membership annually, showing experience, desires for crew- 
ing, and availability. The form is very thorough and the 
detailed information enables the committee to fill crew 
calls efficiently. Owners are also questioned as to avail- 
ability of berths for the season 

Entrance fee and annual dues, $2.50 and $10.00, have 
proved sufficient to finance the association’s operations. 
Expenses incurred by members of the Afterguard while 
transacting Corinthian business are paid out of their own 
pockets 

The Corinthians have demonstrated that there is a real 
need for this type of crewing association, over and above 
the recognized functions of a regular yacht club. There are 
other similar organizations, such as the Happy Indian Other 
People’s Yacht Club, in Rowayton, Conn. And there ts 
room for many more 

In business, a good “sale” is one which benefits both 
buver and seller. In boating, good “sails” are often the 
result of mixing crewless-skippers with boatless  sailing- 
enthusiasts. A club which accomplishes this kind of an

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an extremely busy person, scurrying busily here and there 
and back again. The name was apt for a boat belonging to 
a young man just outgrowing his teens. 

There were just Dan and I aboard when the cruise 
started, and we headed up the Sound for New York. We 
had planned an extensive cruise, and we had only five weeks 
to complete it. Our projected destination was Parry Sound 
in Georgian Bay, and our route took us up the Hudson 
into Lake Champlain, through the Chambly Canal and the 
Richelieu River to Sorel on the St. Lawrence River, up to 
Montreal and the Thousand Islands, into Lake Ontario to 
Trenton, thence through the Trent Waterway to Georgian 
Bay. I don’t remember the actual mileage, but I do recall 
that in the course of the trip we started at sea level. This 
necessitated passing through almost 50 locks, two lift-locks 
and over three marine railways 

The third member of the crew, Hal Trench, was taken 
aboard at his home near Rhinebeck, on the Hudson. With 
his arrival, began a lesson I have never forgotten: always 
be wary of sailing or cruising with three on a boat. For me 
it has never worked successfully. The old adage of “Three's 
a crowd” has a greater significance afloat than it ever has 
ashore. I will not say that being three aboard Fredrica 
Formica spoiled the cruise for any of us, but certainly any 
unpleasantness or tension during the cruise was directly 
attributable to it 

The trip up the Hudson to the Federal Lock at Troy was 
uneventful, but just after we had departed trom the up 
stream gate of the lock, the wheel went slack and the boat 
was out of control. A quick check proved that the tuller 
rope had broken. By pulling the cockpit seat aside we were 
able to steer with feet on the rudder quadrant and worked 
the boat into a doc where a new line was installed. Lesson 
Keep a weather eye on steering equipment: it 1s more likels 
to let you down when you need it most than (as with us) 
when you are in a calm, virtually landlocked stream 

During this part of the trip we were pushing hard to put 
as much distance behind us as possible in the carly stage 
of the cruise so that we would have more leisure for fishing 
and exploring when we reached Georgian Bay. Again we 
learned an important lesson: if you want to run for twelve 
hours a day, make it from 5 or 6 A.M. to 5 or 6 P_M., not 
from 9 to 9. To find a spot to spend the night after dark 
ness has fallen ts a hideous problem, particularly when all 
senses are dulled by the fatigue of a long day's run Vil 
never forget roaring through the darkness along the Cham 
bly Canal, picking our way with the spotlight, halt-praving 
that around the next bend we'd see the welcome sight of the 
next lock where we could tie for the night. And just how 
much damage we did with our wake in that confined water 
way, I'll never know. At one point where a highway skirted 
the canal, a motorist bellowed at us to “Slow down,” anc 
the sight of our sternwave. tluminated by his lights, as 
swept up and over the banks onto the road, convinced u 
of the wisdom of his command. This situation would neve! 
have developed in daylight 

The run from Sorel to Montreal on the St. Lawrence 
was aWe-inspiring. To us, who had never seen strong river 
currents betore, the overtalls of this stretch of river, where 
sunken ledges and boulders cause great upwellings and 
boils of water, were enough to scare us witless. We en 
countered no trouble because of them, however 

Our introduction to Lake Ontario was the education: 
highlight of the cruise, as I see it now. In just a few short 
hours the lessons of a lifetime were thrown at us, and we 
had to learn fast. We left Kingston, Ontario for Trenton 
where we would pick up the Trent Waterway that woul 
take us to destination The day was overcast, and there 
was a chill in the air. An old gaffer on the dock mentioned 
that he thought ““twould blow,” but we paid no attention 
(Error one—always heed and assay weather predictions o 
the locals—they know their weather much better than vot 
do.) We set out.

NE OF the big advantages of an outboard motor over 
an inboard engine installation is not its portability or 
detachability, since with the present-day large horse- 
power motors this has become questionable, but rather the 
ease with which the motor can be adjusted on the boat 
for better performance 
Many purchasers of a well-mated combination of good 
performing boat and excellent powerplant have been dis 
appointed in the speed developed trom their outfit. They 
felt they have been misled by the boat and/or motor manu- 
facturers’ claims, when in fact the new owner has been 
guilty of oversimplifying his boating. You can't just hang 
a motor on the transom any old way and take off like the 
pictures in the ads. You may be lucky and happen to hit 
on the right set up accidentally the first time, but chances 
are the results will only be satisfactory if you have some 


knowledge of the mechanics of set-up and what you can

Some boatmen have complained that their boat at full 
throttle would alternately litt and drop its bow seesaw 
fashion. This action is called porpoisine. Nearly any high 
speed hull design with a motor developing horsepower at 
or close to the hull’s maximum rated capacity will tend 
to porpoise if improperly set up. Porpoising tires driver 
and passengers, exposes them to an unpleasant and even

All outboard motors are 
equipped with some manual or mechanical means to change 
the motor angle, usually with a range of adjustments 
through an are of 20 to 30 degrees. 

You may wonder why any adjustment to motor angle 
is necessary. A number of factors are involved. These 
concern design and loading 

The transom of most boats is not perpendicular to the 
planing surtace of the boat but rather it slopes inward from 
the motor mounting location to the trailing edge of the 
planing surface. The angle from perpendicular varies from 
zero degrees to as much as 20 degrees in extremes, with 
a 12-14 degree angle about average 

The center of gravity of various hull designs also varies 
from a location approximately amidships to a point a third 
of the boat's length or even less from the stern. Some boats 
are set up for rear cockpit steering, others for front cock- 
pit controls. Some outboard owners, usually as an economy 
measure, retain tiller bar steering rather than going to the 
expense of installing remote controls. These weight balance 
variances have a decided effect on high speed planing hulls 

The boat manufacturer seldom designs an outboard hull 
for a specific horsepower installation, though he may know 
that the hull will inherently pertorm better within a limited 
horsepower range—and may give the hull a maximum 
horsepower rating. Propeller thrust on the transom will 
vary with different horsepower motors and motors of the 
same horsepower but of different manufacture. Propeller 
thrust will also vary according to propeller selection and 
motor set up 

Weight variances will also be encountered. For example, 
motors in the 15 to 18 horsepower range vary in weight 
from 58 to 88 pounds. Similar weight variances occur in 
other horsepower ranges 

All of these factors may call for an adjustment of 
engine angle 


ENGINE ANGLE 


The proper engine angle may also vary according to 
water conditions, the number of passengers in the boat or 
change in angle may be called for if you tow water skiers 

I cannot tell you what the proper engine angle will be, 
but I can offer suggestions for correction of certain char- 
acteristics. You must hit upon the proper angle yourself 
by experimentation and underway testing 

If the boat porpoises, make one adjustment at a time and 
bring the lower unit of the motor in one pin hole or notch, 
depending on the manual design of your particular motor. 
If the boat runs bow heavy, tends to plow through the 
water rather than plane over the water, and in particular 
shows a tendency to bury the bow in turns, then the 
motor angle should be increased 

One menufacturer equips his motors with a handy thumb 
screw device so that adjustments may be made without 
leaning over the transom 

It is hoped and expected that most larger horsepower 
motors will be fitted with a remote mechanical or electro 
hydraulic transom tlt arrangement within the next year 
or two 

If after adjustments are made the poor handling char- 
acteristics have not been corrected, then weight shifts are 


called for to gain better balance 


WEIGHT PLACEMENT 


The center of gravity of a porpoising boat is too far 
aft. A shift of passenger weight forward may help. How- 
ever, if you have front cockpit steering and you and 
whatever passenger load may be aboard are also in the 
front seat, then it is impossible to correct the porpoising 
by a passenger weight shift 

There are other means to correct balance. The standard 
remote fuel tank with a five gallon mixture of gasoline and 
oil weighs about 45 to 50 pounds. Most boats with large 
horsepower motor installations are equipped with at least

pleted. Some motors with transom wells present a prob- 
lem as the brackets may already extend to the bottom of 
the well and cutting the well may defeat the purpose of 
the installation. This situation usually exists only when 
the transom height was designed for a long shaft motor 

Most larger motors may be bought in either standard 
or 5” longer shaft versions. If a long shaft is called tor 
usually on transoms of 19” or greater height—then I'd 
Suggest you trade in the standard unit of your motor for 
a long shaft unit 

If the motor ts installed too low, and the proper transom 
height will vary depending upon the motor, boat design 
and load and propeller, it will lug and not wind up sut 
ficiently. To detect this situation by ear calls for consid 
erable experience. If you lack experience in setting up 
motors, you have no basis for judgment. 


SPEED MEASUREMENT 


So, the individual who is seeking more speed from the 
outfit he now owns must have instruments to aid him in 
the search. Only a hit or miss and guess work job in 
transom height or motor angle adjustment can be done 
without instruments. The two most important instruments 
are a Water speed indicator and a tachometer The water 
speed indicator need not be accurate, though any inac 
curacies should be consistent. By this I mean that even 


with an inaccurately calibrated water speedometer, you 


t 
will be able to tell whether changes in motor set up are 
adding speed, reducing: speed or having no apprec ible 
effect 


TACHOMETER & RPM 


\ tachometer serves a different function, but both in- 
struments should be used Assume that vour boat's water 
speedometer shows 26 mph. You have changed your 
set up a number of times and have boosted the reading 


to 29 mph. What vou don't know, however, ts whether 


or not vou have reached the ultimate in set up. The 
tachometer will give you an rpm, te., crankshaft revolu 
tions per minute, reading. Don't contuse this with pro 
peller rpm, for only special racing lower units have a 1:1 
gear ratio, that ts, the propeller and the crankshaft: turn 
at the same rpm. In most outboard motors reduction 
gearing is used so that the propeller turns at a lesser speed 
than the crankshaft Since horsepower rating 1s based on 
crankshatt revolutions and ts measured by dynamomete! 
hooked to the crankshaft, it is this reading that concerns 
you at this stage in setting up for speed 

You will note in your operator’s manual that came with 
the motor—and if vou've lost it, your local dealer can 
supply the proper figures—that your motor ts rated at a 
certau horsepower at wpecifle l rpin Assume th it Vour 


motor is rated at 35 hp at 4500 rpm. Your tachometer 
at full throttle and at the best speed you have recorded 
indicates that your motor is winding up to only 4200 rpm 
Quite simply this indicates that the motor is not developing 
35 hp but considerably less and unless you correct the 
Situation you won't be getting the full power you paid 
for. How much less power you will be getting depends on 
that particular motor’s horsepower curve 

Every gasoline combustion engine has a horsepower 
curve inherent to the design of the motor. By curve I 
mean that a plot ot developed horsepowe! at varying rpm 
will indicate a horsepower increase to a certain maximum 
rpm figure. Then the developed horsepower will drop off. 
Once this maximum rpm-horsepower figure is reached, 
there is no advantage in further increasing engine speed. 
Actually, if the rpm measurably increases after peak hp 
has been reached, then the developed hp will drop and 
continue to drop off steadily as rpm is increased 

Further, each manufacturer gives his motor a maximum 
safe rpm rating. If the motor is run constantly at a higher 
than safe rated rpm, damage may be done to the motor. 
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The ultimate in speed will be attained when you can 
operate your motor at its rated rpm with as large a diameter 
propeller as possible. I will discuss propeller selection at 
length in a later article in this series 


HEIGHT ADJUSTMENTS 


Proper transom height is equally as important as motor 
angle. Odd as it may seem, if this is to be your first 
attempt at improving your motor set up, even such seem- 
ingly small adjustments in height as 4s” up or down may 
add or detract measurable speed from your outfit, though 
frequently quite radical changes are called for 

As a starting point, measure the height from the bottom 
of the boat to the top of the motor mounting location on 
the transom. Your operator’s manual will carry a sug- 
ested figure in inches for this height. If the manufacturer 
does not specify that the measurement reters to the per- 
pendicular distance from the top of the transom to a point 
that would correspond with a continuation of the planing 
surface, then you can assume that the measurement ts 
from top to bottom along the angle of the transom. Both 


the vertical (right anvle) method and transom tace meas- 
rement are used, although the tormer (due to variances 
n transom angles) is the more commonplace 
Once vou have established this original height to man- 
facturer’s specifications, then ke a measurement along 
face of the transom and jot it down in a notebook. From 
this stage on, vou will find it easier to take further meas- 
nents the transom face 
Adjust vour motor angle for best performance and then 
careful attention to the sound of the motor and in- 
ted rpn Your goal in transom height adjustment 1s 
idually increase the motor mounting height until 
motor tf to é 
Quite c tation is the condition when a pro- 
peller races ineft ntly (like automobile wheels spinning 
on ice).

ets and turbulence resulting from an under-the-boat ob- 
struction. The motor tilted too far outward or the motor 
placed too high on the transom may cause cavitation. Other 
causes of Cavitation are bent or out of balance propellers, 
an overly small propeller for the motor, or weeds snagged 
on the lower unit. 

However, as concerns set-up, motor angle and motor 
height only will be considered at this stage. 


SHIMMING 


Increasing motor height is done with shim sticks. Paint 
paddles or sections of a yard stick will do. Once you have 
determined the most efficient height, you can cut a single 
heavy shim of the same thickness as the group of shim 
sticks used to reach the proper height in small increments 
and screw this single thick shim to the top of the transom. 

Once you have reached the point of cavitation, then 
remove one shim. If no cavitation occurs (sudden radical 
increases in rpm on the tachometer without accompanying 
Increase in speed recording on the water speedometer is a 
telltale of cavitation), this is your set up point with the 
propeller with which your motor is equipped. Keep in 
mind, though, that as you add shims you are not only 
raising the motor, but because of the slant of your boat's 
transom, you will also, as transom height is increased, be 
drawing the lower end of the motor in closer to the tran- 
som. For this reason, you may find you may again have 
to alter your engine angle to compensate for the change 

You have by no means reached the ultimate in speed 
from your present boat and motor at this point of motor 
set up. However, without certain hull changes, motor alter- 
ations or refinements and additional propellers to experi- 
ment with, you have reached the speed peak. 

Later I will discuss propeller selection, motor and boat 
modifications as well as special speed equipment which 
will give additional speed gains a

withstand the bending. Have the frame 
locations numbered on the hull and 
mark your frames accordingly, in 
pairs. Use your clearest, straightest 
grained lengths for where the bend 
will be most acute. When a length 
has a defect, such as a small knot or 
cross grain, the place can often be 
kept where there will be little curva 
ture, as at the head or possibly the 
lower end of the frame. Have the top 
and bottom end of each length plainly 
marked. Very important: have the 
latter shaped to fit where it will go 
Remember that you'll have to work 
fast, doing your bending while the 
wood is still soft, so vou'll want your 
marks and numbers to show up plain 
ly Accordingly use a greasy crayon 
so the marks won't wash off in the 
steaming or boiling 

If you are working alone it may pay 
to prebend your frames over a rough 
form, then actually fit them later cold 
One needn't have a torm for each par 
several of different shapes may suffice 
The trick ts to have the frame set to 
the approximate shape, but with great 
er curvature than required rather than 
too little. That is, you can easily force 
too much bend out of a frame but it ts 
difficult to force more in 

Another trick is to immediately 
throw a hard bend into the frame, do 
ing this over a form of some sort and 
having the bend come in approximate 
lv the right place A couple of cleats, 
well secured to a post or a plank floor 
will permit doing this. Ive also used 
an oi drum staked down, with a pipe 
buried in the ground alongside it, into 
which the end of the frame is shoved 
Anvhow, do this quickly, then rush 
getting the frame actually into the boat 
and the rest of the bending done be 
fore the wood has had a chance to 
cool off to much 

What often happens, though, ts that 
you're able to round up a helper but 
of the unskilled sort. However, you 
can use his (or her) weight to advan 
tage by putting him inside the bout 
Then after you've shoved a hot frame 
down ready for bending, have him 
tread it into place against the ribbands 
until you can get you! clamps on trom 
outside. Naturally, he must use his 
weight intelligently, forcing the bend 
in gradually and as the wood will take 
the strain.

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way of the sheaves, which, being 4- 
inch ones, were rightly too small for 
the job. The bad fault with this sys- 
tem, though—and this applies for al- 
most all-wire ones—was that when 
wear became noticeable the two entire 
lengths of cable had to be taken out. 
That, aside from the cost of new wire, 
involved a good deal of work. Ac- 
cordingly it was a job that was put 
off, generally until something hap- 
pened. 

One big improvement in the new 
layout is the use of 6-inch sheaves in- 
stalled for the actual turns in the line 
—a pair aft, another pair forward and 
a double sheave to lead up to the 
steerer. Luckily only one pair of fair- 
leads are needed. You'll notice that 
in the two straight sections on each 
side, lengths of 34-inch pipe are used. 
The big advantage now is that three 
rather short lengths of wire each side, 
rather than a single one, are involved. 
If wear is detected in any one of them 
it is a comparatively easy matter to 
replace the length. Or before it be- 
comes too serious the wire can be 
changed end for end to throw the 
wear on a different spot. There is also 
the advantage of having less wire to 
stretch and consequently turnbuckles 
or tighteners in the lines requiring less 
frequent attention. This is a consider- 
ation, particularly if you are using the 
flexible stainless steel wire cable cur- 
rently being sold at surplus prices of 
as low as 45 cents per foot for %-inch 
diameter. It is good value and usable 
for many purposes, but can be ex- 
pected to stretch some under load un- 
til broken in. 


LIFTING EYES 
FOR AN OUTBOARD 


ACK WATSON of Lake Charles, 

Louisiana, has just written to say 
how pleased he is with the pair of lift- 
ing eyes fitted last year to his 18 foot 
outboard runabout. As Jack says, 
more and more outboard marinas are 
now using hoists for lifting customers’ 
boats on and off their trailers. Or 
where boats are stored ashore in a 
shed, the boat is likely to be handled 
on and off its dolly or individual car- 
riage by a hoist or lift. The usual way 
of doing it is to use a pair of webbing 
slings which, as Jack says, have their 
disadvantages. As the boat is loaded 
on its trailer it may be impossible to 
get the slings positioned in a way that 
the boat will balance properly. Or 
when it comes your turn, the slings 
may be dirty from the boat previously 
handled. Some places use rope slings 
or some type that may mar your new 
paint job. In any case, the job is 
greatly simplified by having the boat 
fitted with a pair of staunch lifting 
eyes for taking a wire or rope bridle

Piloting 
Test 


By Elbert Robberson 


STRICTLY speaking, navigation is 
KJ the science of conducting a vessel 
from one place to another across the 
open sea. Piloting is the science of 
conducting a boat from one place to 
another across enclosed or coastal wa- 
ters. Of the two, piloting is the trick- 
ier. Half-way between Los Angeles 
and Honolulu, a position that ts cor 
rect to within a couple of miles is as 
good as being pin-pointed. To the in 
shore pilot, a mile, a fathom or a foot 
can be critical distances 

The art of piloting is not just a river 
and harbor job, or a haphazard guess 
ing game. I once sailed on a Pacific 
Coast tanker which shuttled between 
oil docks on a clockwork schedule 

The chart was marked with courses 
between headlands and sea-buoys, and 
in the log went line after line of entries 
of the time, sea and wind conditions, 
lights abeam, course changes and en 
gine revolutions. Simple observations 
of this type were practically all that 
were ever made. But they got us 
where we were going 

One of our loading points was Ven 
tura, where we moored to buoys off 
shore, and picked up a hose from the 
sea-bottom coupled on, and let the oil 
from tanks up in the hills whoosh tn 
Sometimes the fog would be so thick 
that we'd come in, load, and leave 
without seeing anything but the moor- 
ing buoys and the hose. All by careful 
application of the same kind of pilot 
ing you can use in an outboard run- 
about 

The necessities for piloting are not 
complicated or expensive. A lot of it 
you do with just your eyes. The tools 
and what to do with them have been 
covered in POPULAR BOATING Seaman- 
ship columns in the following issues: 

January, 1957; December, 1958, Feb- 
ruary and March, 1959. Before you 
take your boat out this season, you 
should know and be able to apply the 
piloting procedures appropriate for 
your waters. The good seaman rightly 
takes pride in his skill. See how you
